GETTING READY FOR THE CON- 
TEST AT CHICAGO. 
ARTHUR’S FRIENDS INDIGNANT OVER MAC- 
VEAGH'’S LETTER—BLAINE’S BOASTS— 

A WARNING FROM NEW-YORKE. 


WasHineton, May 20.—Everybody in the 
national capital who pretends to keep up with 
the current political discussion, has read Mr. 
‘Wayne MacVeagh's letter to Mr. B. H. Bristow, 
and it has been the leading topic of conversa- 
tion to-day. It excites comment of different 
ports, depending altogether upon the preferences 
of the men who talk about it. The friends of 
the President are extremely indignant that Mr. 
MacVeagh should have attempted, at this late 
day, to call up again the ghost of Garfield, and 
Bppeal to a feeling which was supposed by some 
Republicans and hoped by others, to be dead, If 
Mr.MacVeagh had chosen any other time than the 
eve of the business men’s meeting to make his 
attack, it would have suited the Arthur men 
much better. Particular offense was given by the 
reference to the “soap” speech at Delmonico’s 
and tosuch ‘“‘small matters” as the appointment 
of Mr. Stephen B. French’s brother to a position 
in far-away Alaska. Mr. James D. Warren, who 
4s here, and has been talking daily with the Pres- 
ident since Sunday, pronounces Mr. MacVeagh’s 
‘letter as contemptible, but insists that it will do 
Gen. Arthur more good than harm. Mr. C. P. 
Ingersoll is with Mr. Warren, but he is reported 
as denying that his appearance is to be taken as 
@n indication that any patronage is to be given 
in consideration of the votes of the delegates 
from Chautauqua or Cattaraugus. 

The Blaine men enjoy Mr. MacVeagh’s letter, 
gpithough they dislike the man, remembering 
, that Mr. Blaine has calle@ him an offensive per- 
Bon “from Bitter Creek.” The friends of Mr. 
Blaine are glad that Mr. MacVeagh selected so 


opportune a moment foremptying his vials upon 
Arthur, particularly as the new topic mars the 
Uews of Arthur’s “growing = strength,” 
which they have heard a good deal more 
of recentiy tian was at all palatable. 
The concern of the Blaine men about 
their candidate, by the way. does not at all agree 
with their professions of confidence in his nomi- 
nation. They bagan to talk about the necessity 
of being early on the ground at Chicago in 
,order to be able to arrange ccenbinations, and it 
‘is said that Col. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, who is 
‘mot quite satisfied with his own table of esti- 
mates, giving Blaine 450 votes on the first batlot, 
will go to Chicago on Monday or Tuesday in 
order to be on hand with some of Mr. Blaine’s 
‘friends to catch the “ early worm.” 

Some speculation has been indulged in as to 
who will take charge of the interests of Mr. 
Arthurand Mr. Blaine at Chicago. Secretary 
‘Chandler, it is understood, will direct the Arthur 
movement, with Mr. James D. Warren as his 
‘chief of staff. Itis believed that Mr. Warren’s 
visit here at this time is mainly for the purpose 
of reaching an understanding with the President 
as to the plan to be carried out. A well- 
known Republican, not now in office, asserts 
this asa fact,and saysthat any plan that may 
‘be adopted will include an abundance of prom- 
ises of office to delegates who can be influenced 
by such considerati6ns. The came person directs 
attention tothe fact, whichis not altogether a 
Becret, that while the Arthur canvassin the 
North -has been conducted on a_ business 
men’s basis, with delicate suggestions about 
civil service reform,in the Souththe Arthur 
‘canvass has been bused entirely on promises of 

tronage, open and above board, which the 

resident can fill very easily with 300 or 400 ap- 
‘pointments awaiting his pleasure. 

Mr. Biaine’s cause is to be in the hands of Mr. 
B. B. Elkins, as director, and Mr. Elkins is here to 
confer with his * boss,’ just as Mr. Warren is to 
lay out a campaign with his. Col. Bayne will he 
‘among the sctive outside workers for Blaine. 
There is no doubt that the Blaine men have their 
‘eyes upon the Louisiana delegation, and that 
‘they expect ‘to make inroads upon that, the 
Mississippi delegation, and others from the South.

‘professedly strong Arthur delegate from that 
State and a prominent office-holder, was sur- 
prised on leaving Biaine’s door, to meet this 
strong Arthur man on his way to talk with the 
man from Maine. A Louisiana Republican, sup- 
posed to be for Arthur, says that Blaine will get 
at least 56 votes from Southern delegates. He

ys.; He loses no opportunity to assure Repub- 
icans of the danger of nominating either Blaine 
or Arthur. Toselect either of them to head the 
ticket will, be insists, be equivalent to throwing 
away the State of New-York. There is need of 
repeating this fact with plenty of emphasis, for 
the Biaine men have denied it, have insisted that 
Biaine van get more votes in New-York than 
any other Republican, and have characterized the 
opposition asa small matter, maintained only bya 
few“ cranks.”” Mr. Lodge adds to Mr. Roosevelt's 
warning about the danger in New-York the 
assurance that the nomination of Blaine will be 
equivalent to a Republican defeat in Massachu- 
tts, particularily if the Democrats should take 
Buties fora candidate.

A PROPOSED NEW MAIL. REGULATION. 

Under existing law, only letters and 
postal cards can be forwarded to a new address 
without prepayment of additional postage by 
the person to whom they are addressed. If com- 
mercial agents and other citizens, whose business 
requires a frequent change of Post Office address, 
wish to have mail matter of the third and fourth 


classes forwarded to them from the office to 
which it was originally sent, they dre com- 
pelled to deposit at that office a sum large 
enough to cover the estimated charges upon 
such matter. When deposits are not made it is 
the practice of Postmasters to forward letters 
aod postal cards and inform the receiver that 
other matter will be detained until the necessary 
stamps are furnished. It often happens, when a 
deposit has been made, that the addressee leaves 
the place to which bis mail wasto be sent before 
it arrives and he then receivesa notice from the 
second Postmaster that his matter is detained, 
and so on until he is finally overtaken. Todo away 
with the inconvenience and delay caused by this 
system, there was introduced in the House of 
Representutives last month a bill soamending the 
law as to allow all prepaid mail matter to be for- 
warded from one Post Office to another without 
additional charge. Tbe Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads bas unanimously reported 
in its favor. No estimate of ‘the amount of rey- 
enue derived from the service under the fpresent 
law is obtainable, but from such information as 
has been furnished by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, it is believed that the sum is not sufficient 
to constitute a serious objection to the bill.

THE “PORK” BARREL OPENED AGAIN, 

The public buildings * pork barrel” was 
opened in the Senate to-day long enough for Mr. 
Palmer to secure a good-sized chunk for Detroit, 
jn which city he has his home. Mr. Miller, of 
New-York; Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, and Mr. Call, 
of Florida, were anxious to get hold of similar 
favors, but were put off until to-morrow, when 


an effort will be made to have a general distribu- 
tion of “pork.” At the first opportunity 
durin the morning hour Mr. Palmer 
moved to take -up the bill_appropriating 
$1,500,000 for a public building at Detroit. It was 
near the foot of the long calendar, but Mr. 
Palmer expiained that operations had begun at 
Detroit, under an appropriation made two years 
ago, which had proved too smaill,and the work 
was now waiting for an additionalsum. Mr. 
Bherman, who desired to get a piece or two of 
* pork” tor Ohio, tried to induce Mr. Palmer to 
modify his motion so that all public buildin 
bills on the calendar should betaken up. Mr. Cal ; 
whose “tate is also interested in the oes bawrel,’ 
made “he same suggestion. The Michigan Sen- 
ator was about to yield to the suggestion, when 
Mr. Hale remarked that he. proposed to have the 
Agricultural Appropriation bill discussed to-day 
it sible. Mr. Palmer then insisted_on his 
motion, and it was carried. The Commit- 
tee on Public Buildings and Grounds had 
recommended a reduction of the appropri- 
ation from $1,500,000 to $900,000, and, after 
veeing to this, the Senate passed the Dill, 
r. Miller immediately moved to take up a bill 
providing a public building for Troy. Mr. Sher- 
man n suggested that all such bills be acted 
upon, but while Mr. Miller was hesitating Mr. 
meron, of Wisconsin, called attention to the 
fect that Chairman Mahone. of the Public 
ings Committee. was absent. He would be 
to-morrow, Mr. Cameron Cpouget, 
the Senator, therefore. asked Mr. Mil- 
to withdraw his motion, intimating 
_ teumorrow all the “pork” bills 


could be of. With that understanding 
Mr. Miller withdrew his motion and the Senate 
took up the Agricultural bill, which occupied 
the rest of the day. Including a measure for the 
erection of certain buildings at West Point, 
there are now on the Senate calendar 13 bills for 
the distribution of public buildings “ pork.” 
They include buildings at Jacksonville, Fila.; 
Vicksburg, Miss.; Chattanooga, Tenn.; Ope- 
“lousas, La.; Troy, N. Y.; Portland, Oregon; 
Sacramento, Cal.; Asheville, N. C.; Fortress 
Monroe, Va.: Saratoga Springs, N. ¥.; Spring- 
tield, Ohio, and Dayton, Ohio.

ANOTHER REPUBLICAN TO BE OUSTED. 

It was only yesterday that the House 
very stupidly voted that it would not spare time 
for the discussion of so important a measure as 
the Bankruptcy bill. To-day it devoted nearly 
all of its time to a discussion of the Peelle-En- 
glish contest, and Mr. Converse, whom the 
Morrison men despise as a sort of Judas Iscariot, 


wkLo betrayed the tariff reformers into the 
hands of the Republicans, exerted his lungs 
with as much force as if he expectd 
by partisan service to win his way 
back to the confidence and respect of 
the outraged majority. For several hours the 
Democrats shouted and shouted in order to 
give something like a reason why they should 
unseat Mr. Peetie and give his piace to young 
Mr. English. Their orators laid great stress upon 
the fact that Mr. Peelle was elected on thick pa- 
per ballots, instead of the thin ones that Mr. En- 
glish used. Mr. Converse very sadly directed at- 
tention to the fact that the Republicans of In- 
dianapolis had resorted to the shame- 
ful trick of printing ballots that resem- 
bled those used by the Democrats, but 
which contained the name of Mr. Pecile, where 
that of Mr. English ought to have been to consti- 
tute a true Democratic ballot, and many Demo- 
crats bad accepted these ballots and cast them in 
blissful ignorance of the fact that they were 
voting for a Republican. The workhouse and

Mr. Robertson, of Kentucky, is also 
against Wallace, and it is said that Mr. Morrison 
and many of his friends, who do not care to have 
a protectionist worse than McKinley, and who 
also desire to cefeat Wallace as a protégé of Con- 
verse, will vote against him.

CODDLING INFANT INDUSTRIES. 

During the consideration of the Agricul- 
tural Appropriation bill in the Senate to-day, 
and while an amendment proposed by Mr. Mor- 
gan, to spend money in experimenting in silk- 
worm cultivation, was before the body, Mr. In- 
galls made one of his infrequent and sharp 


speeches, taking strong ground against the grow- 
ing tendency to run to the General Government 
and Treasury for aid to ali sorts of undertakings. 
The Government was expected to be altogether 
too paternal. Its care for individuals and enter- 
prises was coming to be almost maternal, and re- 
minded him of the nursery rhyme: 
* Who ran to catch me when I fell, 
And kissed the place to make it well ? 
My mother.” 

He thought it time to call a halt. instead of 
pauperizing the whole Nation, converting it into 
a nation of mendicants, destroying in it the spirit 
of self-dependence which has made it great. Mr. 
Mitchell replied to Mr. Ingalls, expressing him- 
selfas in favor of coddling industries and ex- 
periments when there was a prospect that such 
encouragement would develop and diversify the 
industries of the country. 


WOOL-GROWERS IN COUNCIL. 


A LONG ADDRESS TO BE PUBLISHED AND 
POLITICAL CONVENTIONS VISITED. 
CuHIcaGo, May 20.—The National Conven- 
tion of Wool-growers resumed labor at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel thismorning. Congressman 
J.8. Robinson, of Ohio, in a letter addressed to 


> + the President of the-@kie- Wool-prowers’ Asso- 


ciation, said that if the Ohic wool-growers hed 
as thoroughly understood their interests before 
the Tariff Commission made their report as they 
understood them now there woulda have been 


no reduction on wool. “We laid the tariff 
bill in its grave the other day by a clcse 
vote,” the letter continued. “It was a hard 
fight, and at one time I was afraid they would be 
successful. If the bill had passed and become 
a law, (as reported by Morrison,) it would have 
been a further reduction of the tariff on wool. 
Converse has not introduced any other wool bill 
that I know of, but he has been talking about it. 
It would not stand a ghost of a show Lefore that 
Committee on Ways and Means, as you know, for 
it eee Democratic and thoroughly free 
trade.”’ 

Congressman A. J. Warner, of Ohio, wrote 
expressing sympathy with the object of the 
meeting, and H. McAllister, the Colorado dele- 
gate, stated in an address that Colorado wasa unit 
in favor of protection. A paper advocating 
unity, organization, and energy was read from 
John McDowell, President of the, Pennsylvania 
Association. Prof. Van Buren Denslow delivered 
a tariff address. The Committee on Address sub- 
mitted a long document for distribution among 
the wool-growers of the country. United 
action in efforts for the restoration of the tariff 
of 1867 was urged. The vast extent of the in- 
dustry was pointed out, through figures and sta- 
tistics, and its supporters were directed to use 
their influence at the polls to elect men who are 
friendly to their interests. The address was 
adopted and its circulation ordered. The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions submitted additional reso- 
lutions condemning the use of shoddy in the 
manufacture of clothing and fabrics, de- 
claring that it was displacing many mil- 
lion pounds of wool, and praying that the 
various States cause the enactment of 
laws compelling the vender to iabel his 
goods, so that the purchaser might know the 
amount of adulteration. The members of Con- 
gress who voted and used their influence for the 
restoration of the tariff on wool for 1867 were 
thanked by resolution; and the officers of the 
Association were directed to publish, from time 
to time, bulletins containing statistics of the 
production, consumption, and importation of 
wool. A committee was appointed to see to the 
publication of a quarterly magazine devoted to 
the wool-growing industry. ‘The delegates were 
lunched at noon by about 50 Chicago wool- 
dealers. 

At the afternoon session the following commit- 
tees were appointed to attend the National Con- 
ventions in the interests of the wool-growers: 
Republican—P. Jansen, Nebraska; J. H. Hoppin, 
California; Columbus Delano, Ohio. Demo- 
cratic—Col. John Stockdale, Pennsylvania; W. 
N. Conden, Ohio; Col. Lester B. Faulkner, New- 
York. The convention then adjourned sine die. 
After the adjournment the National Association 
of Wool-growers met and affirmed all the action 
of the convention.

CINCINNATTS MUSIC FESTIVAL. 


THE MANAGERS SURPRISED BY A LARGE 
AUDIENCE ON THE OPENING NIGHT. 


CrxcinnaTI, May 20.—The sixth May 
Musical Festival was opened to-night under 
more encouraging circumstances than the man- 
agement had expected. The weather was favor- 
able and the attendance good. There were not 
less than 4,500 paid admissions. Excursion parties 
came in on several of the railways and the steamer 
St. Lawrence brought down a large number 


from the up-river towns. The attendance from 
the city was large, notwithstanding the small 
advance inthe sale of seats. The people felt 
that the present festival was a return to the 
noble use tor which the great hall was originally 
intended, and were ai] the better prepared to 
enjuy the excellent rformance for having 
seen cheap, money-making entertainments given 
upon the stage under the name of festivals. The 
work ee was Gounod’s sacred trilogy, 
“ The Redemption,” with a chorus of 616 voices, 
an orchestra of 161 instruments, and the great 
organ. The soloists were Mme Nilsson, Mrs. Annie 
Norton Hartdegen, Miss Emily Winant, Theodore 
Toedt, Max Heinrich, and Franz Remmertz. Mr. 
Thomas was warmly applauded when he a 
peared, and the soloists were welcomed in the 
same hearty manner. On the performance the 
applause was rather scantily bestowed. It was dis- 
tinctly the orchestra's night. The chorus did their 
work cleveriy, but the composition did not give 
them the opportunity that it did the orchestra. 
The soloists, confined almost exclusively to reci- 
tatives, had little chance for display, but earned 
the good-will of the audience notwithstanding. 
The performance began promptly at 7:30 and 
concluded at 10:30. r. Thomas expressed him- 
self as well pleased with the performance, and 
predicted a successful week.

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TALK ABOUT FLOWER, CLEVELAND, 
TILDEN, AND HINTS ABOUT KNIFING. 
ALBANY, May 20.—Only one-third of the 
members of the Democratic State Committee 
have presented themselves for to-morrow’s meet- 
ing. The New-York City members are Hu- 
bert O. Thompgon and John Keenan, of 
the County Democracy, and Col. M. 
C. Murphy, of Irving Hall. Neither of 
the three Tammany members—Commissioner 
Nichols, ex-Senator Grady, and Edward Cahill— 
have appeared. The only representative of 


Tammany now inthe city is Senator Plunkitt, 
and he is more interested in tho matter 
ot the brewers of his district than he 
is in politics. If his conversation is any 
guide, then the sentiment of Tammany is not 
exactly upon Mr. Flower fora Presidential can- 
didate. Tne sole Kings County committeeman 
here is Patrick H. McCarren, who says that more 
is heard of Flower in his district than of any 
other candidate, though Tilden would undoubt- 
ediy have the “call’’ if anything definite was 
known of hs purposes. 

The members from the interior who have ar- 
rived are William B. Kirk, Jr., of Onandago; 
Charles W. McCune and John M. Wiley, of Buf- 
falo; Charles Davis, of Broome; Israel Merritt, 
of Queens; Lester 8B. Faulkner, of Livings- 
ton, and ex-Mayor Edward Murphy, of 
Troy. In the talk in which these gentiemen in- 
dulged an astonishing amount of tenderness was 
displayed toward Samuel J. Tilden, while the 
idea of nominating Mr. Flower was very 
generaily scoffed at. The only ardent sup- 

orter of the ex-Congressman was ex-Mayor 
Murphy, and he and Mr. Faulkner, who has a 
kindly feeling for Mr. Flower, had frequent and 
long consultations in the Delavan corridors. Mr, 
Faulkner has long been suspected of being 
on the fence, with a strong tendency to 
alight on the Flower side. His ambition 
to succeed Mr. Manning as the manager of the 
Democratic machine has furnished the friends of 
Mr. Flower with their cue, and _ they 
have encouraged him to believe’ that 
the fulfillment of his heart’s desire was at 
hand did he but openly countenance 
the extension of the Flower boom. But when 
Mr. Faulkner has looked about the State and 
sought to discover where the votes are coming 
from which are necessary even in the 
Democratic Party to enable one to ob- 
tain the proud position of manager, he nat- 
urally hesitates about dropping into the Flower 
camp. “The trouble wiih Mr. Manning,” ex- 
claims Mr. Faulkner, “is that be does not seem 
to understand or take any interest in politics 
which is expected of him. He appears to be in- 
different." But both Mr. Faulkner and Mr. 
Murphy are strong Tilden men when the old 
man’s claims are discussed, and both 
would support him should any move 
be made to send a_ delegation in his 
behalf to Chicago. The Manning men say they 
have got the pins set up with which to paralyze 
Mr. Faulkner in his own district should he 
identify himself with the Flower business. Per- 
haps he is aware of this, and therefore does not 
give ear so readily to the charming logic of the 
ex-Mayor. 

The Tilden talk received additional emphasis 
when the manager of Otsego County Democratic 
»olitics, Mr. Walter H. Bunn, arrived. “ Our 

Jemocrats are all for the Olid Man,”’ was his dec- 
laration. Mr. Wiley, who looked with a kindly 
eye upon the growth of the Flower movement 
in the western end of the State, has concluded 
that itisatritie premature and within a week 
has purified his garments of the Flower odor. 
He is now a Tiiden-Cleveland man. “I’ve 
been in a_ few States besides New- 
York,” said he, “and I find the Demo- 
erats talking Tilden all over. The Indians 
on the Tonawanda Reservation are al! for Tilden; 
so are all other Indians in the State except the 
Tammany tribe.” Messrs. Kirk, McCune, 
Thompson, Keenan, Davis, and Merritt all taik 
strongly for Tilden. Mr. McCune droppec 
his Flower sentiments overboard when 
he discovered that Mr. Faulkner, as well as him- 
self, had been promised the management of the 
Flower machine that it was so contidently ex- 
pected by some Democrats would be reared 
on the ruins of the Manning machine. The 
Flower members of the cominittee evidently have 
not yet arrived, and there is much curiosity to 
find out just how many, all told, thereare. The 
Manning people make the celebrated Herkimer 
gesture when the subject is mentioned, and sav 
that the fingers and thumb will be equal to the 
whole number... 

A noticeable fact about the conversation of all 
these Tilden Democracs is the apparent effort to 
keep Gov. Cleveland’s name in the back- 
ground. Scratch a Tilden man and you will 
find the Cleveland underneath. They all at- 
mit that their districts are fayorabie to the 
nomination of Mr. Cleveland. The scheme 
which is evidently uppermost in the minds of 
the Manning people, and one which doubtless has 
the sanction of Mr. Tilden himself, is to send 
a New-York delegation to Chicago nominally in 
the interest of Mr. Tilden, but in readiness to sup- 
port Mr. Cleveland shouid the conditions war- 
rant the attempt being made. It is extremeiy 
doubtful whether one of the Tilden men here 
to-night believes that Mr. Tilden would, under 
any circumstances, take the nomination if it were 
offered him. Until the best of proof is presented 
to the contrary it is safe to believe that Tilden 
delegates and Cleveland delegates are synony- 
mous terms, the name of the Sage being used as 
the rallying cry and the Governor to receive the 
benefits as a discret and silent partner. 

The condition under which the Governor would 
prove an available candidate have been much 
discussed by his (Manning’s) friends. That he 
shall be not allowed for the Vice-Presidency, no 
matter how great and good a Democrat may 
be sclected for the head of the ticket, is 
emphatically declared. The nomination which 
the Republicans make will very largely deter- 
mine whether they will boldly push him for the 
first place. They believe that he could carry the 
State of New-York, if either Arthur or Blaine 
were pitted against him, and they therefore 
await with some solicitude the action of the 
Republicans on the 8d of June. Should the 
conditions in their opinion prove favorable 
and they fail to meron his importance and 
availability upon the Democratic Nativnal 
Convention, then it will . not matter 
much to them who gets the nomina- 
tion.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL SUPPORTS 
THE GOVERNMENT AND IS ATTACKED 
BY LORD GEORGE HAMILTON, 

Lonpon, May 20.—The Extension of Fran- 
chise bill was considered by the House of 
Commons to-day in Committee of the Whole. 
Lord Randolph Churchill in a speech strongly 
disagreed with the amendment of Mr. Brodrick, 
Conservative, to exclude Ireland from the opera- 
tions of the bill. This announcement was 
greeted with cheers by the Liberals. Lord 
Randolph said that although he objected to the 
bill strongly on account of some ot its provisions 
he thought the position taken by the Government 
wasstatesmanlike. He hud no fear of the result of 
enfranchising the Irish agricultural laborer, and 
expressed the hope that the Conservatives would 
not alienate the good opinion of the Irish by sup- 
porting Mr. Brodrick’s amendment. Lord George 
Hamilton asked Lord Randolph Churchill what 
he was really driving at. If, he said, this was a 
statement of democratic Toryism of the tuture, 


then he declined to follow under such leadership. 
He contended that the bili was introduced to suit 
the exigencies of the Liberals. Itsapplication to 
Ireland would result in reopening the tlood-gates 
of agitation. Mr. Brodrick’s amendment was 
rejected by a vote of 332 to 137. Lord Randolph 
Churchill, Mr. Gorst, and several other Conserva- 
tives and all the Parnellities voted with the Gov- 
ernment. Sir Stafford Northcote and many of 
his Conservative followers left the House betore 
the division was taken. 

Lord George Humilton’s attack on Lord Ran- 
do!ph Churchill caused considerable excitement 
inthe House. The matter is the subject of gen- 
eral conversation and gives rise toa report that 
Lord Randolph Churchill is at variance with the 
Conservative leaders.

THE LATEST CONGO TREATY. 

LonbDon, May 20.—The Times this morn- 
ing in contirming the report that France had 
agreed not to interfere with the African Inter- 
national Association on the Congo in considera- 
tion of the promise of the assuciation, in case it 
shall wish to withdraw from its present under- 
taking, to cede its possessions to France, says: 
“It would be difficult to imagine a more glaring 
contrast than that between the negotiations of 


the African International Association with 
America and of the same association with 
France. The recognition of the association’s 
flag by America was obtained by the announce- 
ment of the broadest and most catholic policy. 
The association represented itself as a benevo- 
lent Trustee, as aioster-mother of free African 
States yet to be established in the interests 
of humunity at large. The French agreement, 
however, finds the association undertaking to 
hold the territory if it can, and otherwise giving 
to France the right of pre-emption. What was 
atrust for humanity thus becomes a private 
speculvtion. The pledges of commercial free- 
dom to ali nations are entirely dropped, leaving 
France to enter into possession wholly un- 
piedged. Free trade may be replaced any mo- 
ment bya French protective tariff. America 
has been Jed intoa false position. The associa- 
tion has agreed to seil what it does not possess. 
The bargain is utterly hollow and illusory. The 
asgociation’s so-called possessions relapse into 
unappropriated territory, ‘he subject calls for 
the serious attention of the Foreign Office.”

The 
Government would proceed with the greatest 
severity against the enemies of the throne and ex- 
isting institutions. “ Liberty,”’ he declared, ** ex- 
ists in unison with the monarchy. If you desire 
a liberal monarchy like the English, give mea 
nation which respects jaws like the British na- 
tion.”

JOHN HURD’S METHODS. 


SEEKING LIGHT IN REGARD TO THE HOUSA- 
TONIO ROLLING STOCK COMPANY. 

BrrpGeEport, Conn., May 20.—Ever since 
the Housatonic Rolling Stock Company, of this 
place, went up in the financial crash of last week 
strenuous éfforts have been made by John Hurd, 
the Treasurer of tho concern, and his friends 
to avoid a public exposure of its affairs. 
The scheme has swallowed up the hard 
earned hundreds and thousands of both rich and 
poor in Fairfield and Litchfield Counties. Mr. 
Hurd, from his high standing in the church and 
otherwise, was a magnet which attracted 


hundreds of those anxious to get rich fast. 
He is very rich. His real estate is now 
under attachment. Much suffering will result 
from the fizzle of the concern. Hurd 
has been roundly abused since the failure, and it 
is supposed that he dreaded more of the abuse, 
for he has taken various ways to endeavor to 
keep clear of the light of investigation 
that must necessarily result from the _ trial 
ot the action alleging fraud brought by Mayor 
Morgan and 19 other stockholders to compel an 
accounting from Mr. Hurd as Treasurer. 

Mr. Hurd proposed thata committee of the 
stockholders should supervise an examination of 
his books and accounts, but stipulated that Mr. 
Morgan should not be one of them. The proposi- 
tion was favorably received by several of the 

laintiffs, but the chief obstacle in the way of 
ts acceptance came from Mr. Morgan himself. 
He had been so much pursued and berated 
by those to whom he sold the stock of 
the company, that he proposed to vindicate him- 
self by turning things inside out. This blocked 
the wheels for a time. Meanwhile, Mr. Hurd 
maintained his bland and imperturbable de- 
meanor to a'l inquiring stockholders. Several 
men went to his office with the avowed intention 
of thumping him in case he withheld the in- 
formation they were seeking, but he paid no 
heed to them. 

This effort of Hurd’s at silence proved success- 
ful when the case was cited for initial hearing in 
the Superior Court to-day, and an agreement be- 
tween counsel on both sides to adjourn the mat- 
ter one week, in the hope of an amicable adjust- 
ment after due investigation, was agreed to by 
Judge Andrews. The prospect of finding out 
something about the condition of the company, in 
which people have invested from a quarter to 
half a million dollars, is hailed with subdued 
satisfaction as being better than -nothing. 
Whether the concern is a thorough fraud, which 
has, until lately, paid dividends of 16 per cent. 
out of the stream of money poured into 
it by confiding investors, s what it 
is now wanted to know. It is said that 
Mayor Morgan, who is President of the City 
Bank, the leading national bank in the city, has 
put $75,000 into the affairs of the company. He 
was the chief agent and ** boomer” ot the stock, 
and received a commission of $10 for every sbare 
sold, the par value of the stock being $50. Other 
bank Presidents and business men of all grades 
are interested in the financial status of the com- 
pany. 

faida prominent business man, who has sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of the stock, to THE 
TIMES’s correspondent: * This company, like the 
three others which Mr. Hurd controls, was or- 
— under the laws of Michigan. No stock- 

nolders or Directors are required, the affairs be- 
ing managed by a Board of Trustees, who name 
their own successors. How much Housatonic 
stock was raised no one has been able to 
ascertain, but the amount is probably between 
$1,400,000 and $2,900,000. The idea that Mr. Hurd 
had a printing press and turned out stock as 
rapidly as it could be marketed has been ad- 
vanced, but probably is not. strictly true. 
Whether the company, or rather the Trustees, 
actually owned any cars or not has been another 
debatable question. Mr. Hurd’s friends say that 
the company really does own between 1.600 and 
2,500 cars. The company never had a manufac- 
tory, but purchased its rolling stock from a com- 
pany in Detroit. Whether it is true, as reported, 
that Mr. Hurd bought the cars at $350 each and 
turned them in for $450ig another thing that I 
cannot give you positive information about.” 

“But how do Mr., Hurd’s friends explain his 
silence about details in view of his persistent 
assertion that matters are all right ?” 

“Weill, they say that a revelation of the 
methods by which the business was conducted 
would develop a frightful amount of scandal rel- 
ative to the management by certain railroad 
officials. of. their official trusts. Mr. Hurd had 
cars to Jet. Mr. Purd,*so his friends say, 
would contraét with the yarious reads to lease 
to them double or .10 times the number of cars 
there was any real need of. Those cars might be 
run empty or they might not be run at all, but, 
all the same, the company paid for them, and the 
conscience of the managing official was salved 
by a pecuniary consideration kindly: donated out 
of the treasury of the Housatonic Rolling Stock 
Company. That is what they are talking here 
now.’

HE STARTS AN ENGINE ALONG THE TRACK 
AND A COLLISION ENSUES.

William 
Harper, the engineer, and William Myers, an en- 
gineer, who boarded the cab at Saratoga to 
ride to Mechanicsville, and the fireman, were 
in the cab.

THE DEFECT IN THE DALY BILL—BILLS ON 
THE GOVEIZNOR’S TABLE. 


ALBANY, Mav 20.—A careful examination 
of the Senate Journal shows that any defeet that 
may now be declared to exist in the title of the 
Daly bill, compelling the placing under ground 
of telegraph, telephone, and electric light wires, 
existed on the first day of January, the day when 
Mr. Daly introduced the bill into the Senate. Its 
title then read, ‘‘An Act in Relation to Telegraph 
and Electric Light Companies in Cities of this 
State,” just as it reads to-day, The dis- 


covery relieves the engrossing force of clerks, 
Chickering and Vrooman, of any suspicion of 
having tampered with the bill. The Governor 
considers the bill of enough importance to war- 
rant him in hesitating to sign it on the technical 
ground that the bill contains nothing with ref- 
erence to the telephonic wires which are ex- 
plicitly referred to inthe body of the bill. He 
may conclude to takethe view that the tele- 
ponte system is nothing but part and parcel of 
he telegraphic system, and that the technical 
objection to the present title is not well-founded, 

It was decided in the Executive Chamber yes- 
terday that the only public hearing to which the 
Governor will listen will te that on the Daly bill. 
The arguments of Mayor Edson upon the bill 
creating additional parks in the annexed district, 
and of all other citizens upon the measures in 
which they are interested, must therefore be re- 
duced to writing and sent to Albany. 

Among the bil!s upon the Governor's table are 
the following more important ones of interest to 
New-York City: The Annexed District Park bil’, 
creating an additional Aqueduct Commissioner; 
amendment to the law relative to places of 
amusement; appointing 500 adaitional policemen; 
the tenure of office act, which is identified with 
the reform measures; relative to the claim of 
Robert T. Bailey against the city; incorporating 
the New-York Coliege of Pharmacy; relative to 
the sale of a part_of Ward’s Island; bridging 
Fourth-avenue at Ninety-eichth-street; extend- 
ing the pier between Forty-tirst and Forty-second 
streets, North River; exempting the New-York 
German Hospital from taxetion; providing for 
a tenement-house commission; prohibiting the 
“ bucket-shop” business; establishing a public 
place in the Twenty-second Ward; improv- 
in the condition of the sinking fund; 
relative to pawnbrokers; prohibiting the 
sale of cigarettes to minors under 14 
years of age; laying out an exterior street 
along the East River up town; the buildings 
act; the Park Department and the Register'’s 
and Surrogate’s bills, (reform measures;) author- 
izing the city to contribute $50,000 toward the 
Bartholdi statue of the Goddess of Liberty; 
incorporating the cheap cab. company; rel- 
ative to the ancient claims of certain 
District Court Justices against the city; 
authorizing the payment of the salary 
of John Foley as Suvervisor; incorporating the 
Grand Conservatory of Music in New-York City; 
creating two offices of Shore Inspectors and pro- 
viding for additional funds for their mainte- 
nance. Like the Adirondack bill, this last bill, 
although the Governor might see fit to sign it, 
would remain inoperative untii the Senate again 
meets, which is required to confirm his appoint- 
ments.

THE MASS-MEETING AT THE 
COOPER UNION. .- 

A LARGE CROWD IN ATTENDANCE—MR. | 

BEECHER’S REMARKS THE FEATURE— 


THE ADDRESSES AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Conspicuously on the platform of the 
Cooper Union, at the mass-meeting on behalf of 
President Arthur last evening, were two mem- 
bers of the Siamese Embassy and Mrs. Henry 
Ward Beecher. The Siamese were dressed in the 
habiliments of civilization, and they listened to 
what was said with a placid look of wisdom that 
was by no means dimmed by the fact that they 
understood not a word of what they heard. Tho 
hall was thronged.. Every seat was occupied, 
and many persons remained standing in the 
aisles and dgorways. On the platform were so 
many that they seriously encroached on the 
space usually reserved for the speakers, and the 
latter were consequentiy obliged to restrict 
their walking around the desk infront. Many 
of the persons who were present came early, and 
numbers came in bodies or contingents from dif- 
ferent Assembly districts, the different bodies 
being apparently delegations. In the front rows 
of seats were a number of ladies, who showed 
much interest in the proceedings. Before 8:30 
o’clock the outside doors leading to the hall were 
ordered closed. The atmosphere was oppressive- 
ly hot, and fans were distributed amoung tho 
ladies. The hall was bare of ornament that ap-. 
pealed to the eye, but it contained a band that 
compelled attention from time totime. Good 
order was preserved by Police Captain John H. 
McCullagh, who was present, accompanied by 40 
patrolmen. 

The band played vigorously while tho crowd 
was assembling. In one of the pauses Mr. Henry 
Ward Beecher appeared on the platform. He 
was immediately recognized,-and wus heartily 
cheered and applauded. In fact, the recognition 
extended to Mr. Beecher was the especial feature 
of the meeting. The crowd betrayed impatience 
before he began speaking, and a hum of con- 
versation prevailed up to that time. As soon as 
he stepped forward to make his address he was 
cheered again and again, and then there followed 
a profound silence accompanied by a generai 
eagerness not to lose a single one of the remarks 
of the orator. As he proceeded he was repeatedly 
interrupted by outbursts of laughter and ap- 
plause which increased throughout. After him, 
and he wasamong the earliest of the speakers, 
the interest lessened perceptibly, and the audi. 
ence diminished. ,

Mr. Cornelius N. Bliss catled the meeting to or- 
der. -He said it was something unusual for per- 
sons to assemble as they did, to suggest to the 
Republican delegates what action they should 
take. Candidates had heretofore been selected 
by persons who supposed they knew better than 
the business men who should be chosen. It had 
been suggested that business men had better at- 
tend to their own affairs. It had veen said, also, 
in view of recent happenings in financial circies, 
that the business men had hardiv been ab'eto look 
after their own affairs.. It was true that six out ot 
the 600 signers of the petitions for the meeting bad 
met with financial disaster. “* We sympathize 
with them,” said the speaker, “‘but we wish to 
express our opinion, irrespective of party, as to 
whoshould be selected as candidate for Presi- 
dent of the Unitea States.” 

True wisdom, Mr. Bliss urged, demanded that a 
President who, coming into office under the em- 
barrassing circumstances that Mr. Arthur di 
had acted as well as he, should be renominate 
for another term. He had been the highest ex- 
emplification of civihL service reform, and be of 
all candidates was most likely to receive the vote 
of the State of New-York. [Applause.] It was 
fitting that as New-Yorkers they should express 
their personal esteem for Mr. Arthur, who had 
always proved true to his obl'gations as a citizen 
anda friend, aud who commanded the respect of 
this community. . Mr. Bliss then introduced Mr. 
Frederick S. Winston. who he said had been 
selectee Chairman of the meeting. 

Mr. Winston was well received before he began 
to speak, but he proved a disappointment to the 
audience. He read a brief speech in such inaudi- 
ble tones that few, even the reporters. were abie 
to hear more than an ocexsional phrase. He was 
understood to say that. the meeting had been 
called to urge the selection of a candidate for 
the Presidency who would command tbe respect 
of the people. The speakers, he said, would 
demonstrate Mr. Artnur’s fitness for the position. 
Efforts had been made to show that the meeting 
was a class-meeting and not a mass-meeting. 
This was not the case. It represented the public 
sentiment fully.

After the reading of the resolutions, Parke 
Godwin was introduced, and he made an address 
ot half an hour, which wgs frequently inter- 
rupted by outbursts of afpiause. One of the 
great arbiters of public elegance, he said, ap- 
peared very much distressed because the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements had invited men to ad- 
dress the meeting wbo were not strictly business 
men. “ It seems to me,” said Mr. Godwin, “ that 
the argument of this meeting is a very simple 
one. It is simply this, that when a political party 
has got a good man in office it had_ better 
keep him there as long as the law will allow. 
Political parties are useful and necessary, but it 
seems to me that they may easily lose their useful- 
ness if they do not keep a good man when they 
have him. This is the position of the Republican 
Party to-day. Webave a man at our head who 
has done well for us and well for the country, 
and I,as an Independent, am not in favor of 
changing that man either for a doubtful ora 
bad specimen. The Republican Party has given 
us a good Government during tho last three years, 
and i don’t see that it is necessary to drop the 
man who has broucht about this result.” 

President Arthur was called to the Execu- 
tive chair, the speaker said, under circum- 
stances of peculiar difficulty. He was not elected 
by the people, and instead of taking his seat 
amid their congratulations, he assumed the 
office when the country was torn by suspicion 
and fears, The one question now is, not what did 
he do in the far past, but how has he met 
the awful responsibilities which were s0 
suddenly thrust upon him by the hand 
of Providence. The answer is a mat- 
ter of record. The world knows that 
he met the responsibility with manly courage 
anda single-eyed desire to promote the honor 
and glory of the whole country. [Cheers.] 
“Now,” said Mr. Godwin, “this beingghe case, 
common sense asks, Why should we have a 

change? What is to be gained to the party or 
the country by achange? If thereis one thing 
that is unbusinesslike, it ig to dismiss tried and 
trusted servants for,servants whose abilities, to 
say the best of them, are &till problematical.” 

ut two objections, the speaker said, were 
urged against Arthur, one referring to the past, 
which ought to be forgotten, and the other re- 
ferring to a very visionary future. Itis true that 
the President has not always associated with 
parlor company; men who mingled in politics in 
the past could not choose theircompany. But 
this is being improved, and Mr. Arthur, by his 
civil service rules, was one of the principal men 
to bring about the changes. As to the ob- 
jection that Mr. Arthur cannot be elect- 
ed, the speaker thought that it came from 
those who always believed that no man buta 
friend of their own could be elected. It isa bad 
thing to swap horses when crossing the stream, 
said Mr. Godwin, in conclusion, and in the pres- 
ent uncertain condition of business it would be 
very dangerous to change the head of the Govern- 
ment. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Godwin spoke vigorously and at times re- 
ceived applause, but the impatience of the audi- 
ence to hear Mr. Beecher was, however, growing, 
and a number of persons on the outskirts inter- 
rupted the speaker from time to time. In one of 
these breaks there was a hearty cheer for Arthur 
from the rear portion of the hall. The cheer 
Was not responsive to anything that the speaker 
said, but seemed simply the outcome of a desire 
to shout.

REMARKS OF MR. BEECHER. 

When Mr. Winston introduced Mr. Beech- 
er, the latter was received with loud applause 
and three hearty cheers. When quiet had been 
restored, Mr. Beecher said: A most excellent 
evening paper in Brooklyn, whose editor I es- 
teem very highly, because he esteems mo very 
highly, not long ago in a playful assault said that 
Mr. Beecher used to be very much opposed to Mr. 
Arthur, but that he had come around—that-that 
was just like Mr. Beecher. I am here to-night to 
verify that statement. I was not prejudiced in 
Mr. Arthur’s favor. I was much displeased with 
him. I regarded the success of his Adminis- 
tration as being uncertain, but I have been 
won over from this prejudice by the 
steady progress of a wiso Administration. Lam, 
therefore,a witness from the other side. It is 
just like Mr. Beecher, that when he finds he is on 
the wrong side to have the common sense to go 
out of it. It has already been said that a clergy- 
man isto speak here to-night. There never was 
a greater mistake. A citizen is going to speak. 
{Applause. A vyoice: ‘Three cheers for the 
clergyman.’] I am as much a citizen as any 
man here. I am the father of a family, and 
I have the interests of my children and of my 
children’s children at heart. I havearight on 
all questions of public weal and national welfare 
to speak that which I think conduces to the pub- 
lic weal. If it conduces also to the party, so 
much the better; if it does not, so much the 
worse for the party. Weare assembled here to- 
night in the fulfillment of our duty as citizens, 

t has been intimated that during this financial 
depression, when out of the list of men who 
have signed the call for this meeting some six or 
eight have been unfortunate, it was no time for 
the business men to speak, Well, out of all the 
tens of thousands of them, here and there one 
of them has come out short. To say that this is 
an assemply of capitalists, of bloated bona- 
holders—it is the raving, I will not say of mad- 
men, but of men who are not good-natured. The 
business part of the Nation represents the best 
interests of the country. If anything is to 

done for the public weal the men 
in active business are the men to apply 
to. In the building of public institutions, in 
the founding of public charities, in the sup- 
port of mission work, who is it that swells the 
funds? The live, young business men of the com- 
munity. Business men, more than any others, 
require a stable Government. They do not care 
so much about policies, but they want astable 
and uniform method inthe Government. They 
can accommodate themselves to changes of 
policy. Now, the morning glory can adapt itself 
to circumstances. It can climb up a stone wall 
or twist itself around a wire, or, like a lovely. 
woman clinging to an ugly man, can twine itself 
about a homely stake. Butif you are going to un- 
_ it every day and put in a newstake, it will 

ie. 

It is because we believe that in the reappoint- 
ment of President Arthur we shall find stabilit 
that we are in favor of his renomination,’whic 
is the same as his election. [Applause.] We are 
not met here to dictate. The convention which 
is to assemble at Chicago has in its hands a very 
weighty duty. It isa part of that duty to judge 
of the temper and desires of the great body of 
the Republican Party and to try to interpret 
them in a way that shall be satisfactory to the 
people of the country. We are simply a voice 
suggesting to them what is the will of Republic- 
ans, together with as many Democrats as God 
has made rational and intelligent. [Great laugh- 
ter and applause.}] Nor are we here to inveigh 
against other gentlemen whose names are promi- 
nently mentioned as candidates. Nor are we 
here to make threats that unless our man is 
nominated we won’t play. We express our 
wishes, and then the minority submits to the will 
of the majority. 

Now, who is Chester A. Arthur? He is aman 
who proved, under most trying circumstances, 
pne of the most able Presidents we have ever 
had, That he bas had so little criticism is marvel- 
ous. The oil of vitriol was poured on the'head 
of Washington. The bitterness of the gentleman 
whose name should be Inveigh rather than Mac- 
Veagh is mild in comparison with what Wash- 
ington received. What stones were not hurled 
at Jefferson? I began to think durin 
the Administration of Andrew Jackson, an 
I can say that had he sat upon the 
mouth of a volcano he would not have had a less 
comfortable seat. What was said about Lincoln 
before election, after election, and during his 
first Administration? Do you not remember the 
convocation of Governors called to consider 
whether it was advisable that he should be re- 
nominated?

EX-SECRETARY BRISTOW’S SPEECH. 

When the applause which greeted the 
conclusion of Mr. Beecher’s remarks was si- 
lenced ex-Secretary of the Treasury Benjamin

Veagh, published in yesterday morning's TIMES.

REMARKS OF OTHER SPEAKERS. 

After music by the band, to give speak- 
ers and the audience a chance to cool themselves 
by means of vigorous fanning, Mr. J. H. Herrick, 
President of the Produce Exchange, stepped to 
the front of the platform and delivered a short 
fifteen-minute address. “When I venture to 
raise my voice here in favor of the renomination 


of President Arthur,” he said, **I do it wholly as 
a merchant, and with a merchant’s views only tu 

resent, although I do not claim to speak for the 

2yoduce Exchange, except in the sense that any 
merchant might be said to represent it. As 
merchants we are obliged to judge of men whom 
we are calied on to trust by slight indications of 
character. The whole training of mercantile life 
is one of civilservice reform, and we know that 
we have never had suchan exhibition of civil 
service reform in the Government as during 
the past three years. It is natural that when 
we find a man who, like Mr. Arthur, is 
disposed to adopt and carry out these mer- 
cantile views we should give him our con- 
fidence, and that is one of the reasons 
why the merchants all over the land are indors- 
ing the nomination. [Applause.] Another thing 
which specially appeals to us as merchants is the 
cause of sound money. For years we have been 
coining a fictitious dollar, and unless a halt is 
called soon we shall have no more gold in the 
country. The sentiment is growing all over the 
land that we must have sound money, and we 
feel that with a man in the Executive chair who 
has associated with merchants, as Mr. Arthur has 
done, and knows and appreciates their wants, we 
shall be sure of his aid and power in establishing 
real money.” 

Mr. Herrick referred to the fact that the three 
Vice-Presidents in the past who had been raised 
to the Presidency by accident had succumbed to 
temptation, and proved disastrous to their party 
and the country, and said that Mr. Arthur was 
an exception to therule. He had acted for the 
honor of his party and the glory of his country, 
and the business men of the land were proud of 
him, and desired to reward him as he de- 
served. [Applause.] “I have heard the ac- 
cusation made,” said the speaker, referring 
to Roscoe Conkling, * that when a friend of Mr. 
Arthur’s made a blunder, some three years ago, 
the dignity of the Government was injured by 
the efforts of the then Vice-President to heip his 
friend. Mr. Arthur knew tke risk he was taking 
when he stood by his friend, but he threw that 
behind him, because he was true to friendship. 
He took his political future in his hand and per- 
formed an act of manly heroism. It was a noble 
deed, and the man who had character enough to 
do it has character enough to conduct this Goy- 
ernment.” [Cheers.] 

Mr. Herrick concluded by saying that al- 
though he was no politician he had a large 
correspondence as a merchant, and the nature 
of that correspondence convinced him that if 
the carrying of this State is, as is claimed, the 
vital point in the coming election, no man 
could be nominated who could poll so many 
votes or who had such reasonable assurance of 
carrying the State as Gen. Arthur. “So there,” 
he said, in conclusion, “you have civil service 
reform for the merchant, sound money for the 
merchant, success for the politician, and Gen. 
Arthur for the next President.” [Applause.] 

The next 5 er was the Hon. Edwards 
Pierrepont. e said that never before had he 
observed so auspicious a sign of success as the 
meeting. ares pe first time that the business 
community had mas one man to reform the 
Government, and with an active interest as to 
who should be the President. Didany one doubt 
that the meeting would havea great influence all 
over the country? Thespeaker deprecated the 
Electoral College system, which prevented the 
people from voting directly for the ident, and 
which occasionally resulted in the election of a 
man who did not get a majority of the votes of 
the people. Nevada, with 60,000 inhabitants, had 
8 Electoral votes, while New-York, with its 5,000,- 
000, had only 36. Without the Electoral vote of 
New-York State the Republican Party could not 
succeed. The South was solid and had 153 Elec- 
toral votes, and needed only 48 more from the vast 
North to give it the Government. The good men 
who had managed the reconstruction down 
South gave to the slaves the right of suffrage. If 
they had possessed the wisdom of prudent states- 
men, they would have foreseen that slaves, who 
were the children and grandchildren of slaves, 
could not stand up against the superior power 
aud strength and will and intelligence of their 
former masters. In South Carolina the colored 

eople composed two-thirds of the population, 

ut the whites there would not allow the negroes 
to vote, and thus they got the nine Electoral 
votes. Should the Democratic element succeed 
in carrying New-York, New-Jersey, and Oregon, 
they would take the Government. New-York 
and Indiana alone would give the South control. 
But the speaker felt confident that the Republic- 
ans could and would carry the Empire State.

The audience assembled, Mr. Pierrepont con- 
tinued, had met to indorse the resolutions passed 
by the Republican conventions in the various 
States that had approved the Administration of 
Mr. Arthur. They had not met to dictate to the 
Chicago Convention, but only to indorse the 
resolutions of the various conventions. The 
speaker referred to the suspension of specie pay- 
ments by England in consequence of the con- 
tinental wars, and of the return of prosperity 
with the resumption of specie payments. The 
United States had suspended specie payments 
for 18 years, and within the past few days had 
come pretty near the ragged edge of a great dis- 
aster. This was just the time whena man was 
needed in whose fidelity, tact, and steadfastness 
parpose the country could confide as the head 

he Government, and that man was Chester 
. Arthur. , 

Mr. Gellatly was next introduced. He said 
that his only apology for s ing was that he 
had been announced. He thought the meeting 
differed from those usually preceding a cam- 
feign in that it was not called by political hacks. 

e knew of no class more anxious to secure a 
good President than manufacturers and mer- 
chants. He sone stress should be laid upon 
the fact that New-York was the manufacturing 
centre of the nae wap President Arthur was a 
citizen of no mean c ty. His integrity, had never 
been questioned, and he had ed the Presi- 
dential chair with ability. He advocated the 
nomination of Mr. Arthur because he believed 
that gentleman favored the abolition of all in- 
ternal revenues. 

The audience, which began to thin out after 
the close of Mr. Beecher’s remar! continued 
its outward progress while Mr. Herrick was 
speaking. the exodus went on thenceforth 
with increasing celerity, although it received a 
temporary check during the delivery of some of 
the more resonant remarks made by Mr. Pierre- 
— at the close of his address. hen these,

SIX CONTESTS WHICH WERE WON BY MARMA- 
DUKE, WELCHER, QUEBEC, WAR EAGLE,

BAutrore, May 20.—The Spring meeting 
of the Maryland Jockey Club was opened to-day, 
and the races were of a very interesting charac- 
ter. The day was fine and the attendance large, 
but the track was quite heavy. 

The first race was a dash of three-quarters of a 
mile, for maidens of all ages, The starters were: 
Analosta, Welshman, Bob May, Vinton, Billet 
Doux, Exotic, Tattler, Marmaduke, King Tom, 
and Coinage. Inthe pools Coinage sold for'$20, 
and Marmaduke and King Tom $15 each, 
and the field $50. After several breaks, 
Analosta was first off, with Tattler second, 
Coinage third, and the others together.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


THE TOLEDO AND ST. LOUIS LINE. 
ALL THE PARTIES TO A SUIT THROWN OUT 
OF COURT. 

CINCINNATI, May 26.—The application of 
the Receiver of the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis Railroad to file an intervening petition, al- 
leging that the first mortgage bonds of the Cin- 
cinnati Northern were not legally issued and 
asking that the order for the sale of the road be 
vacated, was argued to-day before Justice Mat- 
thews, of the United States Supreme 
Court, Circuit Judge Baxter, and District 
Judge Sage. The intervening petition set 
forth that the first mortgage bonds of the Cin- 
cinnati Northern were distributed by the Direc- 
tors among themselves, that they paid 80 cents 
for their stock but nothing for the bonds, an 
act which renders the bonds null under a statute 
of the State, which forbids the disposing of bonds 
to the officers of a railroad company at less 
than their par value. The issue amounted 
to $1,000,000. Tho decision was announced by 
Justice Matthews, Judges Baxter and Sage con- 
curring. The second mortgage bondholders and 
the judgment creditors were represented by 
counsel, and they asked to be made parties to the 
suit. The decision was to the eifect that none 
of the parties had any standing in the court. 
This was true of the Receiver, for the rea- 
son that he could not maintain an ac- 
tion - hostile to the proceedings of 
which the office he held was a result. It applied 
to the second mortgage bondholders for the rea- 
son that they purchased the second issue under 
the supposition that the first issue was valid, and 
they could not complain if the validity of that 
issue was still maintained. Asto the judgment 
creditors, while they might have had the right to 
tile an intervening petition before the entry was 
made ordering the sale of the road, they could 

not claim that right now. 

There was a large number of interested per- 
sons in the court-room when the decision was 
rendered. An opposite decision was generally 
expected, and would have caused the second 
mortgage bonds, which are now selling at 10 
cents on the dollar, to bring about par. The de- 
cision prevents the case being heard on its merits 
and an interesting little history of an inside and 
exceedingly — agreement cannot now 
become fully known. 


THE READING PAYING IN SCRIP. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 20.—The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad Company and the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany have issued scrip, payable in four months, 
without interest, in paymefit of the wages and 
supply bills of the companies for April. The 
officials say that while they have sufficient funds 


on hand to pay these bills in cash, they deem it 
best to issue scrip for this purpose and retain the 
money in their treasury, in order to meet the 
interest charges coming due on June 1 and 
July 1. Four months’ time in which to redeem 
the scrip will carry the eompany over the period 
of these payments, and will bring them into a 
time when the opening of the Fall trade will 
have added to their earnings. An agent of the 
coal and iron coapeny has gone to the coal 
regions with a full supply of this paper with 
which to pay the miners and others there. The 
storekeepers of the region are expected to uac- 
cept itin payment of their accounts with the 
company and its men. 

Easton, Penn., May 20.—Many of the 
workmen here say they will not accept the scrip. 
It is not lawful to use it in New-Jersey. The 
Reading Road has discharged many conductors 
and a of late, and the Lehigh 
Valiey Road is giving employment to quite a 
number of these men. 


AGAINST THE COMMISSIONERS. 

Haz.iEeHuRstT, Miss., May 20.—The Hon. E. 
G. Peyton, Chancellor of the Ninth District of 
Mississippi, has this day decided the injunction 
suitof the Natchez, Jackson and Columbus Rail- 
road against John M. Stone and the other Rail- 
road Commissioners in favorof the railroad. The 
Chancellor says in his opinion that the complain- 
ants’ charter is a contract between the State and 
the complainants,andineither can violate it. It is 
not to be supposed that the complainants would 
have accepted their charter,invested their capital, 
and assumed obligations under the charter with- 
out the right to fix their own tolls and manee 
their business—the most important part of the 
franchise. The railroad supervision law mani- 
festly conflicts with the charter, and 1s uncon- 
stitutional, because it impairs the obligation of 
contracts. He cites the Dartmouth College case. 
A legislative charter is a contract, and where 
there is no reservation to alter, modify, or repeal, 
it is protected by the Constitution of the United 
States. The prayer is granted andthe injunction 
made perpetual.

tance wholly in Iowa. he commission or- 
dered a refund of the overcharge and d 

the company to make its inter-State charge for 
Iowa pointsconform to the schedule used in 
Iowa. The company refunded the overcharge, 
but ignored the other clause of the order. To- 
day the commission ordered the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to proceed to secure the enforcement of tho 
order. The principle involved is whether the 
State has police power to regulate inter-State 
commerce, and the case is inline with one re- 
cently arising in Illinois, in which the Wabash 
Road was defendant. 


TO ISSUK NEW BONDS. 

Cuicaco, May 20.—The stockholders of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois Railroad met 
here to-day to consider the proposed issue of 
new bonds. President Stevens and Director Ball 
voted proxies for 27,789 shares out of a total of 
80,000. They decided to issue $6,000,000 of firs} 
consolidated mortga bonds, to retire the 
present outstanding bonds and to provide the 
means for building the necessary extension and 
Bron o0S new equpment. Thisisan increase of 

1,500,000 over the old bonded indebtedness of the 
company.

DIVISIONS NOT IN HARMONY. 
Mr. Austin Corbin called a meeting yes. 
terday of the holders of the main line first 
mortgage bonds of the Toledo, Delphos and Bur- 
lington Railroad “to discuss and act upon a plan 
of reorganization, which will work in perfect 


harmony with the St. Louis Division, and at the 
same time leave control of the property in the 
hands of the present first mortgage bond. 
holders.” The Toledo, Delphos and Burlington 
Road is known now as the Toledo, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis Railroad. Whatis called the “main 
line” extends from Toledo to Kokomo, and the 
holders of its bonds are represented by a body 
known as the “Quigley committee,” whose 
plan is to make the whole line from Toledo to 

t. Louis uniform in gauge and consolidated 
in management. The bondholders of the 
St. Louis Division, extending from Kokomo to 
St. Louis, are represented by another committee, 
who propose to work that division in harmony 
with the Indiana, Bloomington and Western 
Road. The St. Louis Division bondholders re- 
cently had a meetingin Boston, which was at- 
tended by Mr. Corbin, and he was assured by 4° 
majority of them individually that the wished 
to harmonize with their brethren of the main 
line, and the organizer of the Quigley committee 
professed to have a similar assurance; but the 
St. Louis Division people continue to sustain 
their own committee nevertheless. About 40 
representatives of the bondholders responded 
yesterday to the call of Mr. Corbin, and unani- 
mously passed a resolution to abide by the ac- 
tion and plans of the Quigley committee. The 
resolution opened with “*We, the bondholders 
of the main line and St. Louis Division,” &ce, 
However, although a few of the St. Louis Divi- 
sion bondholders were present at the meeting, 
they merely listened, making no sign and taking 
no part in the proceedings. Matters may, there- 
fore, be regarded as remaining pretty much as 
they stood before.

NEW TRAFFIC AGREEMENT. 

An arrangement has been concluded be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Northern Pacific 
Railroads for an interchange of freight and pas- 


senger traffic at non-competitive points. The 
agreement will run from June 1. The rateg 
from Missouri River points will be equal 
to those made from St. Paul, the division 
being made on the basis of the haul by each road. 
Up to the present time the traffic has all gone by 
way of the Central Pacific to San Francisco, and 
thence by steamer to Portland. Freight consigned 
to Portland from Omaha and Kansas City will 
now go by the all-rail route via the Union Pa- 
cific, Utah Northern, Northern Pacific and Ore- 
gon Railway and Navigation Companies’ lines.

ARREST OF A PRETTY SWINDLER AT THE

A closely veiled, elaborately dressed 

young woman was assisted up the stone stairs 

leading to Police Head-quarters yesterday 


afternoon by Detective Sergeant Rogers, 


and taken immediately before Inspector 
Byrnes in the latter’s private office. She 
was pretty, and is what the police and hotel 
clerks call a “ hotel beat.””» For some time past 
she has been living at the expense of the pro- 
prietors of first-class hotels in this city. Her 
plan was to send her serving-maid to a house 
and order a splendid suite of rooms to be pre- 
The next day she would arrive 
and take possession of them. No baggage 
usually came with her, but she told the 
clerks that her trunks would arrive in a 
day ortwo. Inthe meantime, she ran up large 
shopping and carriage bills, which she requested 
should be paid at the office gt charged to her 
account. When the payment of her bill became 
a pressing necessity she would quietly take her 
departure. In this manner she successfully swin- 
dled the proprietors of the Coleman, Ashland, 
Everett, Belvedere, and a good many other hotels 
out of sums varying from $75 to $200. The Hotel- 
keepers’ Association, however, finally became 
aroused, and sent an accurate description of her 
to every hotel of any note in the city. 

On Monday morning a tritmly dressed little 
maid drove up tothe Brevoort House, on Fifth- 
avenue, in a closed carriage, and, going up to 
the desk, presented a letter to the clerk. This 
missive was signed by Miss Kate Laird, and 
ordered that an expensive suite of rooms 
be prepared for her, and ready for her 
occupancy on the afternoon of the same 
day. The clerk took the order, and 
when the lady arrived, without any trunk 
she found everything prepared for her. Tha 
night Alderman Waite recognized his guest as 
the young woman mentioned in the description, 
and yesterday morning he procured a warrant 
for her arrest. When confronted by a detective 
she made a full confession. To Inspector Byrnes 
all she would say was that she really did have 
money, but that it wasin the hands of a down- 
town broker. She could not touch it for some 
reason, and had adopted this method of living. 
The maid, who was not arrested, but who ac- 
companied her mistress to Head-quarters, told 
the same story, and said that they lived in Brook- 
lyn. Miss Laird at various times and places had 
adopted the names of Knox, Bernsley, and 
James, registering at some hotels as a married 
woman and at others as Miss. She will bear- 
raigned for examination to-day.

The 
voters of that racearein the majority in Nor- 
folk, and in nearly all contests during the past 
few years have supported Mahone’s candidates 
with great unanimity. Some bitterness 
has been manifested in the canvass 
there this Spring. In view of that fact 
the authorities have been considering the 
yooesiesy of employing an additional armed bee 
ice force to = any disturbance on the day 
of election. Both sides have thoroughly organ- 
ized their forces and are particularly anxious to 
carry the election for the effect that their suc- 
cess will have in the Presidential struggle.

NEITHER WILLING TO BEGIN, 
THE PROPONENTS IN THE HOYT WILL CASE 
ORDERED TO EXAMINE THEIR WITNESSES, 

Ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling had a severe 
pold yesterday, which imparted a sub-cellar pro- 
fundity to the deep bass of his yoice and made it 
necessary for him to wear his overcoat all 
through the session of the suit to open the pro- 
bate of Jesse Hoyt's will before the Surrogate. 

‘The great man's associates, ex-Judge Shipman, 
Prof. John Ordronaux, and Aaron Kahn, were 
very solicitous about his health, as were the op- 
posing attorneys, Joseph H. Choate and United 


States District Attorney Elihu Root, and their 
new associates, who took voluminous notes. 

It was the first appearance before the Surro- 
gate since his Honor's decision obliging the pro- 

nents to produce several witnesses whom the 
contestant wished them to examine, but whom 
they desired to leave alone or to make the con- 
testant examine. Accordingly Dr. J. M. Carno- 
chan, who attended Jesse Hoyt during his last 

Iness, was called to the stand, and Mr. Root said 

Surrogate Rollins: 

“In pursuance of your orders we produce this 
witness,” 

Then he sat down and looked triumphantly at 
ex-Judge pez as if to ask him what he was 
going to do about it. 

Judge Shipman said: ‘“* Your Honor, we have 
ap ed to Dr. Carnochan—and he will bear wit- 
ness to the truth of my statement—and he has 
refused to give us any information as to what 
lies in his mind regarding this matter. We main- 
tain that it is the duty of the other side to exam- 
ine him and give us the opportunity for cross- 
examination.” 

“T think it proper that the proponents should 
examine him," decided the Surrogate. 

“Our position is this,” said Mr. Root: “ We 
have made out a prima facie case of the factum 
of the will, and there are no further questions we 
care to ask at this stage of the examination.” 

The court, however, insisted that Mr. Root 
should put the witnessthrough a direct examina- 
tion, and the lawyer said: “ Will you please 
state to the Surrogate what relation you bore 
to Mr. Jesse Hoyt during his last illness, what 
o pertanny yon had to observe his mental and 
physical condition, what judgment you formed 
of his mind and memory, and what in your opin- 
ion his mental condition was on June 26, 1882 ?”" 

Dr. Carnochan asked that the question be di- 
vided, and ex-Judge Shipman asked in an under- 
tone of Mr. Root: “ Why don't you ask when he 
first visited Jesse Hoyt ?” ; 

“The counsel for the contestant wishes to 
know,” said Mr. Root, “when your first visit 
was to Mr. Hoyt ?” 

The other lawyers laughed at this adroit shoul- 
dering of the examination on to Mr. Shipman, 
and Dr. Carnochan replied: 

“On May 38, 1882.” 

*“Arethere any more questions you wish to 
Sv ?” Mr. Root inquired sarcastically of the ex- 

udge. 

There were not, and Mr. Root finally began his 
direct examination as the Surrogate and the ex- 
Judge desired. The witness testified that he was 
called in to visit Mr. Hoyt, by that gentleman's 
ph sician, as a surgeon and consulting physician, 

n May. 1882, and that he attended him after that 
constantly until his death. He wasaffiicted with 
a malignant tumor that weighed 60 pounds. The 
doctor swore that he never observed on Jesse 
Hoyt’s part any indications of aberration or 
weakness of mind, failure of memory, illusion or 
delusion, or failure of perception or understand- 
ing. He never knew an abdominal tumor to 
ect the mind or the intelligence. ““A very 
prominent man’s death recently was due to this 
cause,” said the physician. ‘“l refer to the late 
Augustus Schell.” 

Prof. Ordronaux, the insanity expert, then be- 
gan a long and severe cross-examination regard- 
ing Mr. Hoyt’s mental and physical character- 
istics,and made the doctor detail minutely ali he 
was able to recollect of the deceased man’s actions 
and habits. He did not finish in the afternoon, 
and the doctor will take the stand again this 
morning.

EXPLANATION BY CONTROLLER GRANT. 

Controller Grant was asked yesterday 
how it came about that the city’s revenue bonds 
were not disposed of at public letting instead of 
at private sale. * Soon after I came into office,” 
said Mr. Grant, “the city had to issue revenue 
bonds for $1,000,000. I thought open competi- 
tion was desirable, and therefore advertised for 
bids. When the bids were opened only $650,000 


worth of bonds were bid foron any terms. The 
rate of interest the bidders charged ran from 
8 to 4 per cent., with only $250,000 at 3 
per cent. I took that amount, and 
came to the conclusion that I could 
do better by going into the market and getting 
the money at the lowest figure possible. The ex» 
periment justified my behef. Although we could 
not expect to borrow money for 10 or 11 months 
at avery low rate, we did obtain in that way u p- 
ward of seven ana one-half million dollars at 24% 

After — began to be exported 
freely we found that we couldn't get inoney 
at 244 per cent.. and had to give 8. We 
have been paying that ever since, and are 
now paying it. Nearly seven million dol- 
lars has been obtained at that rate. In 
every instance we made the best terms possible. 
When Grant & Ward got the bonds it was be- 
cause they were the best purchasers. They stood 
on exactly the same basis as other be fn The 
city never had such bonds as it has had this year 
pene | nobody ever borrowed money for so shor 
a time on better terms. It amounted to this:

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WILL WORK UNDER AN OLD CHARTER. 
Melville C. Smith, President of the 
Broadway Underground Railroad Company, at 
115 Broadway, said yesterday toa TIMEs re- 
porter in relation to Gov.

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MR. THOMPSON INCONSISTENT. 
HIS NEW AND PECULIAR ATTITUDE TOWARD 
UNBALANCED BIDS. 


Commissioner Thompson recently de- 
fended himself from an.attack made by persons 
who insisted that he had acted in disregard of 
the public interests in awarding contracts on un- 
balanced bids by asserting that the city had 
sayed money through the acceptance of such 
bids. In view of that fact it was a remarkable 
instance of effrontery or inconsistency fer him 
on Friday last to declare that he would 
not award the contract for the building 


of the projected William’s Bridge reservoir 
to Messrs. Allan, O’Grady & Co., even 
though they were shown to be the lowest legal 
bidders, because their bid was unbalanced. And 
the instance is all the more remarkable because 
the bid which Commissioner Thompson chose to 
accept, and in fact every other bid on the list, 
can be proved to be * unbalanced.” 

Asremarked by Mr. Charles P. Miller, counsel 
for Messrs. Allan, O’Grady & Co., on Friday, 
when he heard Commissioner Thompson’s queer 
declaration, a great deal of nonsense has en 
talked about unbalaneed bids. They have been 
said to be fraudulent, but no court has ever 
denounced them as such, and if they were 
fraudulent no public officer could excuse 
himself for accepting one, because it was prac- 
tically a notice to him that the figures made by 
his subordinates were incorrect and that their 
incorrectness was being taken advantage of b 
the bidder. With such anotice before him it 
his plain duty to reject the bid and all others like 
it, have the estimates of his subordinates revised 
and advertise for new bids. Under the act of 
1881, now embodied in the consolidation: act 
of ast year, the Commissioner of Public 
Works has the power so to reject bids. 
If he, or any other officer similarly empowered, 
does not choose to exercise his privilege, it can- 
not be truthfully said that unbalanced bids are 
fraudulent. 

As Mr. Miller remarked yesterday, “an unbal- 
anced bid is not only not fraudulent according 
to law, but it has not a taint of fraud even from 
the most rigid moral stand-point, for, before the 
head of the department acts, before the city is 
bound, while there is yet time to remedy the 
error, he person resenting the unbalanced bid 
tells the officer: * Your estimate is all wrong. It 
is wrong in the particulars specified in my propo- 
sal,’ and he has only to reject ali the bids, resurvey 
the work, and, in the course of afew weeks, re- 
let the contract, confident that he is correct.” 

It may be said that an unbalanced bid arouses 
great suspicion of collusion between the bidder 
and the surveyor. But what isthe use of such 
collusion unless the head of the department isa 
party toit? He can relet the work and havea 
new survey made if he suspects the virtue of the 
surveyor, whose figures are the basis of the bid. 
“In most lettings, however,” continued Mr. 
Miller, *‘ several unbalanced bids will be found— 
probably all will be more or less unbalanced— 
und it is absurd to talk about collusion between 
the surveyor and a bidder when there are so 
many hostile and equally circumspect bidders.” 

There are, however, reasons for unbalanced 
bids that do not depend on errors of official sur- 
veyors, but which grow out of the experience, 
executive skill, and exceptional situation of a 
bidder. If, for instance, a contractor has a place 
at which he can use excavated earth or rock, he 
can afford to bid much less for excavating than 
can a contractor who has to pay for the carting 
and disposition of such materials. As he is not 
likely to be a philanthropist, he will not allow 
this fact to be a benefit to the city. but will use 
it as a help to him in the making of his bid, en- 
abling him to put far lower prices than anybody 
else can put on most of the items of work. 

Commissioner Thompson, among other things, 
said on Friday in his affidavit that unless he 
could accept the bid of Sullivan & Moore for the 
building of the William’s Bridge Reservoir he 
wouid not accept that of Messrs. Allan, O’Grady 
& Co., because the latter’s was unbalanced. 
There was only a difference of $15,000 between 
the bids, and the former appears to be as much 
unbalanced as the latter. It seems to be the gen- 
eral opinion among people interested in such 
matters that for consistency’s sake Mr. Thomp- 


s0n should reject all the bids, revise his own fig- 


ures, and start afresh.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, May 20, 1884. 
The House to-day agreed to the Senate amend- 
ments to the Dingley Shipping bill. 
The Agricultural Appropriation bill was dis- 
cussed and passed by the Senate to-day. The only 


changes of importance made are an increase in the 
amount of appropriation for the laboratory from $16,- 
000 to $50,000, the addition of an item of $20,000 for 
sinking urtesian wells on arid lands, and an item of $15,- 
p= A forthe encouragement and development of silk- 
culture. 


The Morgan resolution to investigate the 
causes of the failures of New-York banks was under 


consideration by the Senate Committee on Finance 
this morning. By a unanimous vote a copy was sent to 
the Controller of the Currency, with the request that 
he appear before the committee one week from to-day, 
prepared to convey to them such facts relating to the 
subject as he may have gathered. The committee will 
then decide whether there is ground to warrant further 
action. An impression prevails that a Cungressional 
investigation at this time might add to the popular dis- 
trust engendered by the panic of last week, with possi- 
bly serious results. 


On motion of Mr. Lapham, the Senate to-day 
took up, read a third time, and passed the bill extend- 


ing to August, 1886, the time to begin laying the cable 
authorized by the act of Aug. 8, 1882. In replyto an 
inquiry by Mr. Ingalls as to who the persons interested 
in the bil were, Mr. Lapham said they were main! 
citizens of New-York and Philudelphia, Mr. 8. L. M. 
Bariow, of New-York, being one. Considerable money, 
he said, had been expended in preparation for the work, 
but the company would not be able to begin Jaying the 
cable so soon as was anticipated when the origin act 
was passed. Mr. Lapham added that this would be the 
first cable constructed under a law of Congress and 
amenable to the law, none of the existing ocean cables 
being under the control or direction of the law. The 
new company expected to send eight or ten messages 
simultaneously over the same wire. 


Representative Lewis was instructed by the 
House Committee on Public Lands to-day to report 


favorably the joint resolution which prohibits the Sec- 
retary of the Interior from taking any further steps to 
confirm, certify, or patent any lands granted to any 
corporation, State, or person in any case where reports 
favoring the forfeiture of such land grants have been 
made to either branch of this Congress until after final 
action shall be taken upon such bills, or until the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, ina proper case, 
shal! decide upon the validity of such grant. ‘The reso- 
lution further provides that the Secretary be prohibited 
from certifying or patenting to any corporation any 
land grant except where such corporation has com- 
plied strictly with all conditions of the granting act, 
and that in all cases of doubt in construing these condi- 
tions the benefit of the doubt shall be given to the Goy- 
ernment. 


A sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs to-day reported to the ,full committee a 


bill providing for the appropriation of $400,000 for the 
relief of the officers and crews of the sloop of war 
Cumberland and the steamer Monitor, which engaged 
in action with the Confederate steamer Merrimac in 
Hampton Roads on March 8 und 9, 1862. Representa- 
tive Harmer, of Pennsylvania, who prepared the bill, 
in his report says: “ The committee, after careful in- 
vestigation of the law and the facts in these cases, has 
been unable to find any authority for the payment of 
prize money in either of them. * * * The evidence 
shows that the Merrimuc was neither captured nor de- 
stroyed by either of these vessels, and the claim to 
prize money must be rejected. But while this is true, 
the evidence presented to the committee abundantly 
proves the most conspicuous gallantry and devoted 
patriotism, as well as extraordinary services, rendered 
by the officers and crews of these ships, which, in the 
opinion of your committee, entitles them to a gener- 
ous and grateful recognition by the country.”

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


*Om104co, May 20.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were more active to-day and avernged stronger.

Bigned ? 

Five thousand two hundred and fifty 
doljars was the net contribution to the 
“relief” of the money market on Mon- 
day from Mr. FOoucer’s noble offer 
to pay the one hundred and twenty- 
seventh cail for bonds in advance. 
Money was quoted yesterday at from 
5 per cent. to 2 per cent. per annum, 
to those who had adequate security. If 
this brilliant showing of the effect of the 
Administration’s ‘‘ coming to the rescue” 
of the Street does not convince the 
country that Mr. ArtTuor is the only man 
in the land that will make a safe Presi- 
dent his friends might as weil give up.

Gov. CLEVELAND'S veto of the Arcade 
Railroad bi!! has not discouraged the pa- 
tient and persevering gentlemen who are 
pushing that undertaking.

Smira now says that the engineers and 
the lawyers of the company are getting 
ready to proceed under the old charter, 

“pnd he trusts that the road will “shortly 
be under way.” We imagine that Mr. 
SsnTn’s lawyers will have more to do than 
his engineers, for a time at least, as the 
Broadway property-owners whose argu- 
ments led to the vetoing of the Arcade 
pill will be roused to new resistance by his 
feclaration. Still we hope Mr. SmitH will 
keep at work until he has devised ascheme 


which will be acceptable to the property- 


It. has outgrown the elevated roads, -and 
no plan yet proposed would supply the 
needed accommodations so fully and so 
well as a railway under Broadway. 


‘It has been evident from the first that 
the Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners 
is averse to entering into any contract for 
supplying the city with water other than 
through that scheme which is manipulated 
by the Board of Public Works and the 
Aqueduct Commission. The Ramapo 
Water Company, a corporation com- 
mended by the merchants and insurance 
underwriters interested in the property in 
the dry goods district, offered to furnish 
50,000,000 gallons of water per day at 
a pressure equal to 300 feet, reaching above 
the highest buildings. Controller GRANT 
and Recorder SmyTH, a sub-committee of 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners, report 
adversely to the Ramapo plan, alleging 
that the cost of laying mains and making 
connections below the point of delivery 
will be excessive—$10,575,000—and that 
the water cannot be delivered under two 
years, by which time the new aqueduct 
will be finished. The estimate of the cost 
of mains, &c., is prepared by an engineer 
of the Board of Public Works, and is de- 
signedly extravagant. There is no cer- 
tainty that the new aqueduct will be 
ready for use within five years; and when 
it is done its service will afford no greater 
pressure than is now available. 


FERDINAND WARD appeared again before 
Referee COLE yesterday, but tried. to in- 
duce Mr. CoLE and the lawyers to believe 
that he had left his wits and memory at 
home. Four or five pages of paper, said 
to beara record of the investments and 
** profits” in the mythical ‘“ contract” 
business, were produced, together with a 
mysterious book containing a similar 
record, in which 233 separate invest- 
ments were noted. WARD'S memory 
failed him when any important ques- 
tion was asked, and he occasionally 
smiled as the lawyers referred to some of 
his sharp tricks. His statements threw 
very little light upon the records, and it 
was very plain that he was purposely con- 
cealing the facts. Both Warp and_FisH 
have been summoned to appear before the 
Grand Jury. Warp may be more com- 
municative in the hands of District Attor- 
ney OLNEY in the privacy of the jury- 
room. People who desire to see the laws 
enforced against swindlers of high degree 
will be glad that the District Attorney and 
the jury have determined to make an in- 
vestigation. 


It is denied that Mr. C. C. BALDWIN has 
been removed from the Board of Directors 
of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, although he is no longer Presi- 
dent of that corporation. But the report, 
which has an air of probability, that some 
of the Directors are sharers in the respon- 
sibility for Mr. BAaLDWwumn’s operations, 
may explain the reluctance with which 
the Board of Directors give their consent 
to the withdrawal of Mr. BaLpwin from 
the board. The fact that the late President 
of the company, uniting with one or 
two familiar friends, bought certain 
city bonds to the tune of $800,000, and 
turned them over to the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company as soon as 
the investment proved a losing one, may 
interest the stockholders of the road, if it 
does not interest the Directors. As a bird 
of evil omen hovers over every wreck, it is 
not surprising that Mr. Jay GOULD ap- 
pears on the scene in his usual character. 
For certain selfish reasons it was for his 
interest to cultivate Mr. BALDWin’s friend- 
ship. With this in view, he assisted BAaLp- 
WIN in promoting a “‘ boom” in Louisville 
and Nashville stock. But, yielding to his 
natural impulses, he unloaded his stock on 
his unsuspicious associate. GOULD meant 
well, but the temptation to treachery was 
too much for him. 


THE ARTHUR MEETING. 


The promoters of the Arthur meeting 
last evening can hardly feel that it has 
greatly advanced the fortunes of their 
candidate, and chiefly for the reason that 
the share of the professional politicians in 
it was too considerable and too obvious. 
The audience was large, but it was made 
up in great part by delegations from the 
district organizations, who were impru- 
dent enough to come in groups, the men 
composing them being unaccustomed to 
individual action. These groups, more- 
over, were. many of them easily recog- 
nized as composed of employes in the Fed- 
eral service, while the captains of fifties 
and of hundreds in the employ of the Ar- 
thur machine were painfully conspicuous. 
The meeting was one of business men more 
in name than in reality. Such business 
men as were there—and there were anum- 
ber ‘with very respectable names—were 
more than offset by the politicians, and peo- 
ple will draw their own conclusions as to 
which class has the most weight with 
the Administration. A public demonstra- 
tion in which were equally prominent Mr. 
F. S. Winston and JoHn J. O'BRIEN, Mr. 
Davip Dows and MIKE CREGAN, Mr. Cor- 
NELIUS R. AGNEW and JAKE Hess, Mr. 
Joun A. STrewart and Jake Patter- 
son, Mr. JESSE SELIGMAN and BARNEY 
Bietrn, Mr. Le Granp B. CANNON and 
Boz, McCorp, cannot in all seriousness be 
accepted as showing the tendency of pub- 
lic opinion among business men. 

The speech of the evening was made by 
Mr. BEECHER, who resented the remark of 
TE Times that he was ‘a clergyman.” 
We admit that the term lacks exactness, 
and on the other hand we are sure that 
Mr. BEECHER will hardly claim to be a 
business man, which was the point to 
which we took the liberty of calling atten- 
tion. Nor do we imagine that any consid- 
erable number of business men will be 
specially persuaded by his presentation of 
the arguments in favor of Mr. AR- 
THUR. They proceed on what we are 
convinced is a radical misconception 
of facts. They assume that Mr. ARTHUR 
should be nominated and will be 
elected, if it can be shown that there is 
no serious objection to him. The truth is 
the opposite. He cannot be elected, and 
he should not be nominated, unless it can 


be shown that he has positive and over- 
whelming claims on popular confidence. 
demonstration because it is hopeless. Per- 
haps, in his easy-going, superficial way of 
looking at things, he does not see the sore 
need of Mr. ARTHUR for such a demonstra- 
tion. In any case he did not undertake it. 
His tone was distinctly apologetic. It 
was necessarily so, and it was accordingly 
weak, 

Mr. BEECHER compared the criticism 
of Mr. ARTHUR to the abuse heaped upon 
WASHINGTON and JEFFERSON and LIN- 
COLN. It was not a fortunate comparison, 
because it suggests that adverse criticism 
is about the only feature of resemblance 
in the career of Mr. ARTHUR to that of 
either of these illustrious men. It also 
suggests that in their case the criticism 
was undeserved, and in that of Mr. Ar- 
THUR it has been richly merited. Hard 
things have been said since the world 
began about good men and about bad 
men in high station, but they have not 
had the same effect upon contemporary 
opinion. Mr. Bristow, with more adroit- 
ness, as became a lawyer, fought shy of the 
charges that are on the lips or in the minds 
of thousands of Republicans all over the 
Union. He calmly declined to go behind 
the accession of Mr. ARTHUR to the Presi- 
dency, and he dealt only in generalities not 
very glittering with reference to what has 
happened since. It was what ‘any good 
jury lawyer with a weak case would have 
done. But the jury who must pass upon 
Mr. ARTHUR cannot be restricted to the 
evidence which his advocates choose to 
submit. In weighing their verdict they 
will not stop at September or even at 
July, 1881. They will not even confine 
themselves to what has been done at 
Washington. They will insist on looking 
as far back as the Spring of that year, and 
they will not, they can not, forget the 
figure of the Vice-President in the lobby 
of the Delavan House, at Albany. Per- 
haps they are guilty of bad taste, but 
taste is not necessarily the sole guide in 
selecting a President; and if it were, their 
taste is, on the whole, as good as was Mr. 
ARTHUR'S. 

Nor will they look at subsequent events 
in the light in which Mr. Bristow would 
like them to. They will insist on examin- 
ing the spots of the leopard and the skin 
of the Ethiopian in the present, and they 
will discover no material change. They 
will find the associations, the methods, 
the purposes, the agencies, and the 
agents of the President practically 
identical with those of the Vice-Presi- 
dent and of the Collector, and of the 
“boss.” They will recognize that the 
same means which were employed in vain 
to secure the “‘ vindication” of Mr. ConK- 
LING and Mr. PLatT were successfully em- 
ployed to defeat the bill for the reform of 
the Bureau of Elections. They will trace 
the same hand guiding the same machine, 
and they will remark that the then stokers 
and firemen sat by Mr. Bristow’s side last 
evening, or marched their “ heelers” into 
the hall in front of him. 

In this jury, whose decision Mr. BEECHER 
and Mr. Bristow, with Mr. O'BRIEN and 
Mr. BIGLIN, would have the Republican 
Convention challenge, there will be hun- 
dreds of thousands of real business men in 
every State of the Union. They are men 
whose ‘‘misfortunes” do not command 
Mr. BEECHER’s ‘‘sympathy,” who have 
not been gambling with other men’s 
money, and whose charity is paid for out 
of their own pockets. They want for 
President a pure, upright, unselfish man, 
who will respect their independence and 
not seek to debauch the public service or 
the suffrage, and they do not want, they 
will not accept, Mr. ARTHUR. 


WHAT IS IT WORTH TO HIM? 


The precise value to a politician and 
public officer of an ‘‘ indorsement” by the 
solid business men of this city is not easy 
to estimate, but it is safe to say that it 
‘fell off several points”’—if we may be 
permitted to borrow such an expression 
from ‘‘ those who manage and control the 
great business interests which centre here” 
—when the Hon. RIcHARD B. CONNOLLY, 
at one time Controller of the City of New- 
York, discovered to his unbounded amaze- 
ment that such a certificate of good char- 
acter from Moses Taytor, E. D. Brown, 
J. J. Astor, GEORGE K. SIsTare, Ep- 
WARD SCHELL, and MARSHALL O. ROBERTS 
furnished him no protection against the 
charge of signing fraudulent warrants. 

Had last night’s meeting been a simon 
pure business men’s affair, therefore, it 
would probably have gained Mr. ARTHUR 
very few recruits, so wide-spread is the 
distrust of the business man’s judgment 
in matters outside of ‘‘ privileges,” ‘‘ June 
wheat,” ‘‘short ribs,” and three months’ 
bills. But as it proved to be a politicians’ 
meeting, a jubilee night for ‘the boys,” 
for the workers in the District Associa- 
tions, and for the Federal employes, 
the demonstration will, of course, have 
greater weight. The majority of those in 
the hall were experts in the trade at 
which CHESTER A. ARTHUR served his 
apprenticeship and won such deserved 
distinction in this city. - Their indorse- 
ment is worth something to the President. 
It stamps him as the kind of a President 
most acceptable to JOHNNY O’BRIEN, 
‘‘Mixe” CREGAN, “JAKE” Hess, “ Bar- 
NEY” BiGLiIn—the President’s old and faith- 
ful associate in the Eighteenth District—

ing season comes around.

TEXT-BOOKS OF CRIME. 


Among the bills now in the Governor’s 
hands is an excellent one which was 
drawn by Mr. Joun B. Prive, attorney for 
the New-York Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, and introduced by 
Senator GILBERT. The Penal Code already 
prohibits the publication, sale, or exhibi- 
tion of obscene or indecent books or pict- 
ures. This bill contains an amendment 
extending the prohibition to another class 
of publications, the multiplication and wide 
circulation of which have caused alarm 
among decent men. It inserts certain 
words in the existing law, in this way 
extending this law to obscene or indecent 
newspapers, story papers, and pamphlets, 
and adds three sections. The first of 
these holds any person guilty of a misde- 
meanor who shall sell, give, show, or 
offer for sale ‘“‘to any minor child 
any book, pamphlet, magazine, news- 
paper, or other printed paper de- 
voted to the publication, or principally 
made up of, criminal news, police reports, 
or accounts of criminal deeds, or pictures 
and stories of deeds of bloodshed, lust, or 
crime.” The second exposes to the same 
punishment any person who shall ex- 
hibit any of these indecent or crim- 
inal publications or pictures ‘upon 
any street or highway, or in any 
other place within the view, or which 
may be within the view, of any minor 
child.” The third declares that any per- 
son who hires, uses, or employs any minor 
child to sell, give away, or distribute the 
prohibited publications already described 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Fifteen or twenty years ago there were 
published in this country only one or two 
of those illustrated weekly hand-books 
and text-books of crime that are now 
shown in profusion at nearly every news¢- 
stand. News-dealers, with few exceptions, 
kept these papers out of sight. They were 
unwilling that their respectable patrons 
should know that they dealt in such stuff. 
In those days there were few cheap novels, 
and none prepared especially for boys. 
The first dime novels were clean. 
There has been a great and alarm- 
ing change. The number of _ the 
weekly text-books of crime has increased, 
and the foul and demoralizing sheets are 
displayed at every street corner. These 
papers are devoted wholly tocrime. Their 
illustrations familiarize the young with 
the revels and bloody deeds of brutes in 
human form, and open the doors to a 
lower world which they should neither 
enter nor look upon. One of these papers, 
published in this city, has a very large 
circulation and has made its owner a very 
wealthy man. The same owner has for 
some months been publishing a paper 
of still lower grade, devoted to _licen- 
tious crime, and thousands of copies 
have been sold by boys. The news-deal- 
ers’ counters are covered with five-cent 
and ten-cent stories and weekly papers 
written for boys. These stories and these 
papers glorify bandits like JESSE JAMES 
and noted burglars and thieves. The 
heroes of these tales are criminals. Many 
a boy reads and forgets that murder and 
robbery are crimes. The debasing stuff, 
written and published by conscienceless 
scoundrels who have conspired to wreck 
the rising generation, leads boys and even 
young men to rob their parents and to 
form bands of thieves. 

The Gilbert bill forbids the sale to a 
minor child, or the exhibition in any pub- 
lic place, of the Police Gazette and several 
other weekly illustrated papers of the same 
kind. It also forbids the sale to any 
minor child of hundreds of stories, pub- 
lished separately or in story papers, the 
heroes of which are sharp thieves, swin- 
dlers, burglars, murderers, or railway ban- 
dits. Probably the exhibition in any public 
place of such papers as the filthy one 
recently established by the proprietor of 
the Police Gazette can be prevented under 
this bill. After it shall have been signed, 
a vigorous attempt will undoubtedly be 
made by Mr. Prne’s society to secure its 
enforcement. All good citizens should 
lend a hand, for it would be folly to allow 
these rascally conspirators against society 
to carry on their work after the law- 
makers have forged a weapon which can 
be effectively used for their overthrow. 


A HEWITT FOR AN OLIVER. 


Poor Mr. Hewitt is again in trouble. 
Mr. HEwITT is in trouble too often for an 
aspiring politician. A man who incurs 
misfortune without fault of his own is the 
object of public sympathy when the at- 
tack of misfortune is acute. But the 
chronic victim of unmerited calamity be- 
comes at length an object of public dis- 
favor more severe than that which visits 
the habitual malefactor. 

We hasten to admit that it is not Mr. 
HeEwiIrr’s fault that he did not write the 
letter to Mr. HENRY W. OLIVER, which he 
took occasion yesterday to disavow in the 
House. It is his misfortune. The letter 
was a bright and effective letter, and, con- 
sidering the provocation which Mr. Hrew- 
ITT had received from Mr. OLIVER, would 
have been accepted, if it had been written 
by its putative author, as a justifiable re- 
taliation. 

Mr. Hewitt, however, or any other rev- 
enue reformer, is at a disadvantage ina 
contest of this kind with Mr. OLIVER or 
any other protectionist. It is esteemed 
disgraceful for a revenue reformer to use 
his position as a legislator for the purpose 
of promoting his private interests. Of 
course, it ought to be so esteemed, and it is 
admitted by all revenue reformers to be 
disgraceful. The protectionist legislator 
or Commissioner, on the other hand, is 
in the position of the ‘‘ machine” politician 
who holds his opponents to a much 
higher standard of political ethics than 
that which he professes for himself. Dis- 
pensing himself from the observance of 
the rules of the ring, he holds himself at 
liberty to hit below the belt, to bite and 
to gouge, as it were, while he restricts the 
other man to soft gloves and the rules of 
the Marquis of QUEENSBERRY. If it were 
shown that Mr. OLIVER, as a member of 
the Tariff Commission, had framed the 


_Teport of that body with a single eye to 
‘Dromoting the interssts of his own firm. 


Mr. OLIVER would think none the worse of 
himself, neither would anybody else think 
the worse of him. If he had been remon- 
strated with by any of the rollers of logs 
with whom he had the honor to be asso- 
ciated—of which there was not the slight- 
est danger—upon preferring tho interests 
of his own firm to the interests of the 
public at large, Mr. OLIVER would doubt- 
less have made answer in the spirit, if not 
in the words, of FLANNAGAN, of Texas, 
‘‘ What are we here for?’ an inquiry 
which his interlocutor would have found 
great difficulty in answering. He might 
have said, and really with plausibility, that 
he and his colleagues had been appointed 
expressly to conserve their own inter- 
ests, with which the interests of the 
country, as they saw them, were inex- 
tricably involved. The proceedings of a 
commission of protectionists, organized 
to sustain a system under which the duties 
are fixed by the importunity of the persons 
interested, will naturally and almost neces- 
sarily take the ground of the ancient An- 
abaptists, ‘‘ Resolved, that the meek shall 
inherit the earth; Resolved, that we are 
the meek.” a 

Now, aman in Mr. Hewitt’s position 
can neither take this ground nor be sus- 
pected of a willingness to take it, without 
injuring his position with the people. As 
a matter of fact, nobody really suspects 
Mr. Hewitt of a desire to legislate in 
favor of his own business, and his sensi- 
tiveness to the charge of Mr. OLIVER is 
therefore unnecessary. The very fact, 
however, that a public belief in a charge 
of this kind would be hurtful to Mr. Hew- 
ITT and harmless to Mr. OLIVER is in it- 
self a concession that the cause of rev- 
enue reform is recognized as a public 
cause, and that the cause of protection is 
recognized as merely a grab game. 


M. PASTEUR’S DISCOVERY. 

M. PASTEUR, after devoting along time 
and a large quantity of monkeys, rabbits, 
and dogs to the study of hydrophobia and 
rabies, announces that he has discovered 
how to cure and how to prevent the dis- 
ease either in men or animals. 

The method of treatment adopted by M. 
PASTEUR is homeopathic in principle, and 
he deserves to rank as the greatest home- 
opathist since HAHNEMANN. He believes 
not only in the similia similibus law, but 
in infinitesimal doses and the high attenua- 
tions. He cures rabies in dogs and hydro- 
phobia in men by inoculation with an in- 
finitesimal quantity of the specific poison 
of rabies, and he obtains little enough of 
this poison by a process identical in prin- 
ciple with the triturations and dilutions of 
the homeopathist. 

M. PaSTEUR prepares his remedy as fol- 
lows: He obtains from a mad dog a drop 
of the poison of rabies, and with this inoc- 
ulates a monkey. From this monkey he 
obtains another drop of poison and inoc- 
ulates a second monkey. From this sec- 
ond monkey he obtains still another drop 
and proceeds to inoculate a third monkey? 
By this process of literal monkeying with 
rabies he manufactures a remedy of 
the third simian dilution—equivalent in 
strength to the third dilution of a homeo- 
pathic tincture. 

The remedy however, is not yet ready 
for use. M. PASTEUR never administers 
a pure monkey dilution of rabies, but still 
further dilutes it by mixing it three suc- 
cessive times with rabbits. Each of these 
rabbit dilutions differs from the other two 
in strength, and ald three of them are used 
in the treatment of hydrophobia. Appar- 
ently M. PASTEUR dilutes his poison with 
monkeys in order to make it infinitesi- 
mally weak, and then inoculates rab- 
bits with it in order to vitalize it. 
This latter part of the process is 
possibly based on the Hahnemann- 
ian theory that a drug becomes vitalized 
by trituration, and we may assume that 
arabbit inoculated with the third monkey 
dilution of rabies triturates it by the vio- 
lent convulsions into which the animal 
falls. At any rate, the remedy is useless 
unless it is diluted with both rabbits and 
monkeys, in which case it becomes an ab- 
solute specific. 

When a dog goes mad and bites a 
Frenchman, M. PASTEvR visits the latter 
patient, and after making his diagnosis 
inoculates him with the first rabbit dilu- 
tion. Shortly afterward—say the. next 
day—the patient is inoculated with the 
second rabbit dilution, which, in turn, is 
followed up by inoculation with the third 
dilution. This infallibly cures the patient. 
It develops in him an extremely mild and 
innocuous form of hydrophobia, from 
which all painfulsymptoms are absent. The 
Frenchman’s normal dislike of water is 
hardly perceptibly increased, and on re- 
covering from this mild form of hydro- 
phobia the patient is secure against all 
danger of ever contracting the disease. 
The same course of treatment cures a 
mad dog or any other animal suffering 
from rabies, and if a healthy dog or a 
healthy Frenchman is inoculated with the 
first, second, and third rabbit dilutions, he 
can never contract hydrophobia, no mat- 
ter to what extent he may be masticated 
by mad dogs. 

PASTEUR has supreme confidence in the 
efficacy of hisremedy. It is alleged that 
he has bitten himself with a mad dog, and 
then tested the remedy on his own person, 
and he now asks to be permitted to try it 
on condemned criminals. Why, if he is 
absolutely certain that he has a specific 
for hydrophobia, he should wish to try it 
on condemned criminals isnot clear. Itis 
not generally believed that mad dogs 
abound in the other world, and even if 
ghostly dogs can inoculate deceased hu- 
man beings with hydrophobia, why should 
protection against the danger be given only 
to condemned criminals ? 

Without in the slightest degree casting 
any doubt on the value of M. PAasTEvR’s 
discovery, it cannot escape notice that he 
has tried his new remedy only on animals 
and Frenchmen. Now, it is quite possible 
that Frenchmen are less liable to hydro- 
phobia than are other men. The canine 
qualities which may perhaps render the 
Englishman peculiarly susceptible to hy- 
drophobia are not found in Frenchmen. 
The Englishman, like his dog, is surly, 
quick to growl at strangers, faithful to 
his sense of duty, and having no fear 
of water, while the Frenchman has 
nane of these characteristics, Hence it 
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drophobia. with a remedy’ that would 
have no effect upon an Englishman. Then, 
again, while a remedy diluted with 
monkeys might be on that very account 
admirably adapted for Frenchmen, it 
might be necessary to dilute rabies poison 
with oxen or elephants in order to make 
it efficacious in the treatment of English- 
men. Of course, every one will hope 
that the new remedy is able to cure 
Englishmen and even Irishmen, but 
it remains to be proved that this 
is the case. M. PasTEUR ought to 
be allowed to bite half a dozen Irish dyna- 
mite-patriots with mad dogs, and then to 
try the effect of his remedy upon them. 
In case it should fail to act, he might pre- 
pare a new remedy by diluting rabies 
poison with donkeys, or with Tasmanian 
devils, and thus discover precisely what 
an Irish dynamiter’s constitution requires. 

Finally, in estimating the value of M. 
PASTEUR’S discovery, we must know 
whether the third rabbit dilution can be 
kept in bottles for any length of time 
without losing its power. If it cannot be 
so kept and three separate monkeys and 
three distinct rabits must be used whenever 
aman is bitten by a mad dog, the chances 
that the man will be saved will be ex- 
tremely small. 


As is shown by an article in the news 
columns of to-day’s TrmEs, the subject of 
@ gas supply has been treated in this city 
with the highest degree of municipal un- 
wisdom. In its nature the business of 
furnishing gas isa monopoly. That is to 
say, a householder cannot drop his gas 
company and take a new one for cause 
with the same facility with which he can 
change his butcher or his grocer. Com- 
petition in the gas business has amounted 
heretofore to pretty much the same thing 
as in the telegraph business, which is also 
in the nature of a monopoly. When the 
profits of the first company in possession 
have become so exorbitant as to attract 
envy, another company is organized to 
make a show of competition, ending in 
consolidation. The old company buys it 
up and pays the old rates on its watered 
stock by raising the price of gas, or lower- 
ing the quality, or both. What we need 
is a company bound by its charter not to 
exceed a certain price for a certain quality 
of gas, and put under effectual bonds not 
to sellout. It appears that Chicago has 
taken this precaution, and is now as a 
consequence paying little more than half 
the New-York price for gas, with an as- 
surance that the price cannot be raised by 
consolidation or otherwise. 


The behavior of Mr. RussELL SAGE indi- 
cates to many persons in Wall-street that 
the only method by which anybody can 
** put” stock to the good man is by gaining 
access to his office and doing him bodily 
harm or putting him in fear of bodily harm. 
It would be unfortunate for Mr. Saaz if 
this belief should become general, because 
his ‘‘ puts” appear to be in the posses- 
sion of scores, if not hundreds, of hungry 
claimants. Mahy of these are younger 
and more athletic than Mr. Sacer. Those 
who are not may intrust_the collection of 
their claims to persons about whose phys- 
ical superiority to the dealer in priv- 
ileges there can be no doubt. There is a 
considerable number of pugilists out of a 
job who would cheerfully undertake to 
put stocks to Mr. Sacre. If he were 
waited upon in one day by Mr. CLEary, 
Mr. MITCHELL, Mr. EDWARDS, and Mr. 
JOHN L. SULLIVAN, Mr. SAGE would prob- 
ably conclude that he had erred in sup- 
posing that he had a more profitable use 
for his money than the fulfillment of his 
contracts. 





The London Times is seriously disturbed 
by the fear that the United States Govern- 
ment has been cheated into recognizing 
the flag of the African International As- 
sociation. It asserts that that association 
has agreed to cede to France all the terri- 
tory that it may acquire, and to leave that 
country to impose on trade with the Congo 
such burdens and conditions as it chooses. 
These statements must be taken as 
those of an interested witness, and 
require strong confirmation to be 
worth any attention. In the first place, 
the acquisitions of “territory” by the 
association are confined to such land as it 
requires for its stations. In the second 
place, our Government would be quite as 
safe with France in such control as she 
can get in the Congo as with Portugal, 
acting as a cloak for England. In the 
third place, our Government is quite 
capable of protecting its own interests or 
asserting its own rights in that région 
without the immediate supervision of the 
English Foreign Office or the Paris cor- 
respondent of the London Times. 


Much has been said during the past 
Winter in denunciation of the unbalanced bids 
so greatly favored by the contractors who do 
work for the city departments. It is undoubt- 
edly true that by their means a great deal of 
money has been taken out of the City Treasury 
and put iuto the pockets of contractors who 
never earned it; but to logical minds this fact is 
not a good reason for assailing the form of the 
bids as fraudulent. The system has grown out 
of laxity, carelessness, and false economy in the 
departments. A city surveyor’s fee for makingan 
estimate of work to be done is absurdly small, 
and the labor performed for it is correspond- 
ingly slight. On the contrary, a contractor who 
proposes to bid for the privilege of doing the 
work is lavish in his expenditure of money to 
obtain all the facts he needs. In a space in which 
the official surveyor has sunk one sounding pit, 
he will sink half a dozen, and he will interrogate 
every builder in the neighborhood to ascertain 
the character, location, and direction followed 
by the rock. It is not strange, therefore, that he 
discovers and takes advantage, in the way that 
an unbalanced bid enables him to, of errors made 
by city surveyors. It is apparent, then, that 
when city surveys are made carefully, as private 
ones are, and when the head of a department like 
Commissioner THOMPSON does his duty by re- 
jecting bids that even suggest to him that mis- 
takes have been made by his subordinates, un- 
balanced bids will not only be innocuous but will 
not be presented.

INSURANCE AGENTS ARRAIGNED,| 


THE . BROTHERS . DIMICK CHARGED WITH) 
LARCENY AND FORGERY, 
Burranto, N. Y., May 20.—Lorenzo 
Dimick, of the late insurance firm of Crosby’ 
& Dimick, was arraigned in the Superior Court 
to-day on ten indictments, charging him with 
grand larceny in various degrees.. Crosby & 
Dimick were agents for the Thames and Mersey 
Marine Insurance Company, the Union Insur- 
ance Company, and the State of Pennsylvania In- 
surance Company. Dimick was personally agent 


for the Continental Insurance Company. The 
last year was a disastrous one on the lakes, and 
the three insurance companies for which the 
firm were agents were heavy losers, but the Con- 
tinental, for which Dimick alone was agent, 
made a good profit. It is alleged that this state 
of things could only have come about. through 

ud. One instance will show how the fraud 
is said to have been perpetrated. The 
Continental Insurance Company had a 
risk ot $5, on 2 cargo of wheat 
in the schooner James Wade, from Detroit to 
Buffalo. The schooner was a total loss. After 
the loss was known Dimick reported it to the 
Thames and Mersey, and that company paid 
the loss, although it bad no risk on that cargo. 
The indictments against Dimick cover many 
transactions similar to that one. Some of 
the indictments charge him with larceny 
in the first degree, and others with Jar. 
“a in the second degree. He is charged 
with stealing from the Thames and Mersey Com. 
pany for the benefit of the Continental Company, 
and he is charged with stealing from the Union 
Insurance Company for the benefit of the Conti- 
nental Company. e is also accused of stealing 
from the State of Pennsylvania Company for the 
benefit of the Continental, and is further charged 
in some of the indictments with stealing pre. 
miums of all three of the companies for his own 
benefit. 

Dimick was held to bail in $5,000 on one indict- 
ment, and $2,500 on another, but was not required 
to give bail on the others, probably ‘for the 
reason that ne is already under $8,000 bail 
in civil suits brought by the defrauded 
companies. Richard Dimick, a brother 
of Lorenzo Dimick, was arraigned on 
indictment for forgery in the third degree. He 
is charged with having erased certain entries on 
the books of the Continental Insurance Com<

or the purpose of concealing a felony com< 
mitted by Lorenzo Dimick. His bail was fixed 
at $2,000. C. Marshall, a clerk in Crosby & 
Dimick’s office, was indicted for the same ofe 
fense, and aemitted to bail in a like amount.

When questioned by a reporter he denied that 
he had stolen any money. Ele says it is not like« 
ly that the Continental Company would retai 
him as agent if he had been stealing for himself 
or the company. 
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THE DANVILLE ELECTION. 


MAYOR JOHNSTON CALLS UPON THE GOVs 
ERNOR FOR TROOPS. 

RicuMonpD, Va., Mav. 20.—The fact that 
J. H. Johnston, the Mahonite Mayor of Danville, 
has called upon the Governor for a regiment of 
soldiers to prevent any trouble at the town elec. 
tion Thursday next, has attracted considerable 
attention in political circles here. The grounds 
upon which this call for troops is based is the 
beating of George Adams, a colored man, by-four 
white men in that town yesterday. All 
reports from Danville assert that there is 
no reason to fear trouble of any ikind. 


Johnston was_ elected Mayor of the 
place by the coalitionists two years ago. Since 
that time he has made himself more obnoxious 
to the poaeke by his testimony before the Sher- 
man investigating committee, when he abused 
and maligned the people. Johnston was tried 
for the murder of a white man a year or so ago, 
but was acquitted. Heis now a candidate fot 
re-election as an Independent, relying entirely: 
upon the colored people for his election. A few 
days ago Mr. Johnston issued an address to the 
people of Danville. Speaking of the Democrats 
in this, he says: 

* Already, indeed, thts minority faction has 
adopted as its party cry the proscriptive 
aphorism, that ‘the property-holders shall rule 
vhis town.’ Their purpose is to permit none but 
tnemselves to bave a voice in our municipal af- 
fairs, and by themselves they mean none but the 
favored few composing the clique or in- 
ner ring who have -arrogated to them- 
selves the divine right to rule. To effect 
their nefarious purpose of self-aggrandizement 
they have excited a bitter contest in our midst 
upon the savage issue which they call * the color 
line.’ Upon this arbitrary issue of their own in- 
sidious selection they have truculently and 1n- 
cessantly lashed the fiercest passions and preju- 
dices of the voters of the two races composing 
this community into fanatical and frenzied fury 
against each other, even to the shedding of 
blood in our streets last Fall.” 
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THE GOVERNOR'S CLEMENCY. 


EXERTED IN A MANNER WHICH DOES NOT: 
SATISFY. EVERYBODY. 

Burrato, N. Y., May 20.—Gov. Cleve- 
land’s commutation of the sentence of Thomas 
Waldron, better known as “* Brother Frank,” the 
Christian Brother and President of St. Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic College, in this city, excites a 
great deal of interest. Waldron was sent to 
Auburn Prison for five years’ in March, 1883, 
after trial for assault. His victim was a lit- 
tle girl, whom he had enticed, with a promise of 
candy, to follow him from a distant part of the 
city to his private room in the college building. 
£ince Waldron’s conviction the church authori- 
ties, high and low, have exerted every effort to 
securen pardon. They have secured an affidavit 
from the little girl that she testified falsely on 
the trial, and an affidavit from her mother that 
she believes the girl testified falsely. They 
have got an affidavit from the police sur- 

¢on who examined the _ girl that the 

njuries which, it was shown, she had suffered, 
must have occurred after Waldron’s arrest. They 
have also secured, by their tireless exertions, 
many other affidavits to show Waldron’s inno- 
cence. . Had he not admitted many things in tes- 
tifying in his own defense and contiadicted him- 
self most squarely and stupidly it would look ag 
if aclear case had been made outforhim. But 
his own testimony cannot be got around, and the 
fact that he enticed the girl to his room forbids 
belief in his ingocence. : 

The Governor concluded that he was guilty of 
assauitin the third degree and —— more, 
and commutes hissentence 80 as to make his pun- 
ishment the proper one for that crime. Bishop 
Ryan was seen by a reporter to-night and 
asked what he had to say about the 
commutation. He replied that it was 
not satisfactory; that what he wanted 
on the church's account was a vindication, but 
this commutation was no vindication. Waldron, 
he said, could not be recognized by the church 
hereafter. The stain was upon him, and besides 
he had testified falsely on the trial, as his own 
contradictions show.

WALL-STREET TROUBLES 


MR. SAGE AGAIN RUFFLES THE 
TEMPER OF HIS FELLOW-MAN. 
YE LAYS DOWN ON HIS PRIVILEGES BUT 
PROMI-ES TO GET UP TO-DAY—THE 

LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 

The wounded heart of the Hon. Russell 
Sage was made to bieed afresh.yesterday by fur- 
ther evidences of the ingratitude of his fellow- 
man. . Shortly after midday he concluded to 
lighten the labors of himself and his assistants 
by locking up his cash-box and “laying down” 
on his privileges. The presence of the police 
force was once more invoked to protect his 
doors and hall wainscoting from malicious 
mutilation at the hands of infuriated bearers of 
“ puts” for his acceptance, to whose violent ap- 
pea!s for admission he refused to hearken. 

Most of the applicants at this time were light- 
weights in point of bodily size and financial 
standing, and all of these had to retire in bad 
order and worse temper with unsatisfactory re- 
ports for their principals. There were others, 
however, whose imperious demands for admis- 
sion appeared to have some talismanic power to 
secure entrance and parley, with results more or 
less agreeable to the invaders. Among the latter 
were representatives of Messrs. Wocrishoffer and 
H. N. Smith, who, it was understood, invited Mr. 
Sage to redeem his sacred written promise in 
the usual form of a “put” to purchase 
from them some 15,00) shares of Lake Shore 
at % while that stock at the moment was 
perversely selling in the market at 85 or there- 
about. Mr. Sage, it was reported, heroically re- 
sisted all such persuasion, even when the exhor- 


tations of his tempters became more eloquent 
than polite. Two or three cases were placed in 
the hands of a lawyer, who served legal notice 
onthe maker of the privileges that his clients 
had the stock, would sell it, under the rule, bor- 
row it in the market for his account, hold him 
responsible for differences, and do divers other 
damaging and unpleasant things to Mr. Sage’s 
pocket and. reputation, all of which ultimately 
elicited from that gentieman a deprecatory note, 
which said, in effect, that he would settle up the 
first thing in — morning. It will take some 
$150,000 to do that. 

Another irate holder succeeded in obtaining 
personal access to Mr. Sage, and handed him a 
“put.” This gentleman is well known in the 
Street, and reportea that Mr. Sage took the doc- 
ument and, while discussing its merits, hap- 
pened, in an absent-minded way, to nibble a 
piece of the corner: that the detached fragment 
was the maker's signature; that he thereupon 


‘*-volunteered his opinion of Mr. Sage’s moral 


character in certain unprintable words of pow- 
erfulimport; that he reminded the good man 
-that his thoughtless mutilation of the paper was 
an act of which the law takes severe cognizance, 
and that he consented to condone the same on 
reccipt of acheck for the difference which his 
“‘put” represented. Only a few others had the 
good fortune to emerge from the put-and-call 
tactory bearing checks and traces of recent ex- 
citement. } 

Russell Sage informed a friend last night that 
he had decided to open his doors to all comers 
in the morning, and to receive the balance of his 
puts as fast as they may be tendered. 

A prominent member ot the Stock Exchange, 
generally held in high esteem, and quite active in 
Piymouth Church matters, expressed intense 
loathing yesterday of Mr. Sage’s recent methods, 
and declared his readiness to join any movement 
Jooking to the early expulsion of Mr. Sage from 
the Exchange, on the ground of the latter's al- 
leged tendencies toward bringing that institu- 
tion into public contempt and disgrace. 

It was stated.that the renewal of the pressure 
on Mr. Sage yeSterday was the result of a report 
to the effect that an irreconcilable quarrel (for 
the present) had taken place between Mr. Gould 
and Mr. Sage. The author of the report claimed 
to have learned that Sage’s wild extravagance in 
kiting so much of his privilege papers over the 
Street was originally prompted and encouraged 
by Gould for the obvious purpose of creating 
a bullish feeling in the stock market and se- 
curing all the resources of Sage to main- 
tain prices for the latter's own sake; that 
Gould had pledged himself to come prompt- 
ly to Sage’s relief whenever adversity might 
overtake the extensive fiying of “puts;” 
that Sage yesterday cailed on Gould to make 
so0od his promises, as the time had come 
when their redemption was sorely needed: 
that Gould had answered that the time had 
come for every man to take care of himself, 
and he could not do that by takine care 
of Sage also, and that Sage thereupon resolved 
to “lay down” permanently on his privileges 
and collapse. Of course neither of the alleged 
high contracting parties could be got to talk on 
the subject of this tale; but W. E. Connor char- 
acterized the report that Sage was about to sus- 
pend as ridiculous, inasmuch as Mr. Sage must 
be worth fully $30,000,000 over and above all pos- 
sible demands on him. 5 : 

The peculiar circumstances under which Chris- 
topher C. Baldwin retired from the Presidency of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad on Monday 
continued to excite discussion in Wall-street 
yesterday. The official statement that Mr. Bald- 
win had made good to the company a loss of 
$205.000 incurred by unsuccessful efforts to sus- 
tain the company’s stock in the market was 
sommented upon from various stand-points. 
Persons who assumed to know something of the 
sxtent of Mr. Baldwin's stock operations during 
the past few years insisted that the pool in which 
the recent losses were incurred had not liqui- 
dated, and that unless the price of the Louisville 
and Nashville stock should take a radical leap 
upward there would be still heavier losses for 
somebody to meet. 

Some curiosity was expressed as to the future 

rospects of the pool. In view of thedeclaration 

y some of the Louisville and Nashville Direct- 
ors, that Mr. Baidwin’s financial differences 
witn the company had been settled, the question 
was asked whether the company proposed to as- 
sume Mr. Baldwin's interest in the unliquidated 

ool. “Iam told,” said a broker, “that if the 

uisville and Nashville pool should get rid of 
the balance of its holdings at the present market 
price there would be an additional loss of at ieast 
$450,000. Perhaps, however. the pool will wait 
forarse.” The names of half a dozen firms of 
brokers in and about Wall-street were mentioned 
yesterday in connection with Mr. Baldwin's 
speculative transactions. It was stated that all 
of the ex-railroad President’s operations were 
conductedin his cwn name and in no instance in 
the name of of the company. 

Mr. Baldwin was at the offices of the Louis- 
ville and Nashvile Company, No. 52 Wall-street, 
during the greater part of yesterday. Most of 
the time he was in consultation with J.S. Rogers, 
the new President. F. D. Carley, the Third Vice- 
President, graciously informed inguirers that 
the officers of the company had nothing to. add 
to the briet and authoritative statement of the 
Directors’ meeting which was published yester- 
day morning. He insisted that Mr. Baldwin had 
made a complete settlement with the company 
in paying over the deficit of $206,000. 

A gentieman familiar with. the existing con- 
dition of things in Louisville and Nashville said 
last night: “I understand that Mr. Baldwin 
points to the fact that he has not been turned 
out of the Board of Direction, as well as 
out of the Presidency, as_ sufficient evi- 
dence that the things charged against him 
are not true. This sounds very well, but 
it must be remembered that it may not suit the 

urposes of some of the other Directors to have 
1im turned out entirely just yet. The fact is 
that one ortwo of the Directors are particeps 
criminis with him. inthe matter, having been 
cognizant ali the while of how he was using the 
funds of the company.” 

“Who ure those Directors?” 

“ Well,” answered the gentleman, with a sig- 
oificant look, ** Gould and Sage, you know, were 
in the pool with Baldwin. I hear, also, that 
Baldwin has said privately that he used a part of 
the misapplied funds of the company in carrying 
stock for some of the Directors who were mem- 
bers of the pool. You can see that if this 
be true it would not be to the interest of 
everybody to deal too harshly all at once 
with Mr. Baldwin. Other resignations might 
suddenly become necessary, and result in the 
breaking up of the board and the leaving of the 
company without executive control. Besides, 
Mr. Baldwin is an indorser toa considerable ex- 
tent of the company’s paper, and you can readily 
understand that the other Directors will want him 
to take care of that paper himself. I hear that 
some ot the loans on this paper were called in to- 
day, and probably others will be called in to-mor- 

_row. Another indorser of the comeany’s 

aper to a very large extent is E. f 

reen. Another keep- 
ing Mr. Baldwin in the board, for a 
while at least, is that the pool is not 
yet liquidated, and that there is every reason to 
believe there will be a further loss before the 
liquidation. A serious outcome, by the way, of 
the operations of this rool is that by the bulling 
tactics followed the legitimate market for the 
stock has been ruined, and now that the holders 
want to get rid of the stock they can’t find any- 
body to take it.” 

Mr. Hotchkiss, of Hotchkiss, Burnham & Co., 
said yesterday afternoon that his house could re- 
sume business any time, but it was not deemed 
a lvisabie in the present state of the market.

REGRETS THAT THE YOUNG MAN HAD NOT 
BEEN BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. 

CotumsBia, S. C., May 20.—The recent 
tragic death of W. Bogan Cash, only son of Col. 
E. B. C. Cash, is still the theme of public com- 
ment, and there are two viewsof the matter. 
Noone questions the justice of the fate which 
overtook him, while public feeling is fairly di- 
vided as between those who are pleasea with the 
end which has come and those who would have 
preferred that the deceased had so acted as to let 
the law mete out the punishment for his 
crimes, as a jury of his countrymen would 


have unhesitatingly determined. The young 
man bad been of a_ turbulent character 
his whole life. He had been a principal in two 
duels. instigated a third, killed a peace officer, 
mortally wounded an inoffensive citizen,. and 
finally met his death, with '20 wounds while re- 
sisting a Sheriff's posse. Young Cash had in- 
herited all of the violent traits of his father, and 
neither of them could conceive of any atone- 
ment for real or fancied wrongs save by the shed- 
ding or blood. Both of them were men of ex- 
cellent educational training, and the father was 
possessed of generous impulses, but the love of 
strong drink and disregard for human life de- 
based their natures. 

Col. Cash will be brought to trial tne latter 
part of this or the first of next month on the 
charge of being an accessory before and after 
the killing of Town Marshal Richards and the 
mortal wounding of JamesCoward. While there 
never was much expectation of his conviction, 
it is probable that the death of his son, the prin- 
cipal actor in the double deed of blood, will have 
sufficiently appeased public wrath to justify the 
acquittal or very mild punishment of the old 
man, whose life is now a complete wreck in 
every aspect. Col. Cash hastwo daughters—one 
married, who, with her husband and child, 
was at her father’s house when her brother was 
killed, and a single daughter, who teaches school 
in Spartanburg, 8. C. Itis probable that the father 
would have been buried in the same grave with 
his son had Bogan Cash been hemmed in at the 
parental mansion, but Bogan was surrounded 
in a barn on his own plantation, about five miles 
from Col. Cash’s home. A servant of the house- 
hold, upon being asked how the Colonel took 
the death of his son, replied: “ Mighty hard! 
Mighty hard!” 

James Coward, the unfortunate victim of Bog- 
gan Cash’s pistol practice, still lingers, with no 
possible hope of rocovery, and with no imme- 
diate prospect of release from his sufferings. His 
entire body below the wound continues par- 
alyzed. Where the bail entered and where it 
was extracted have healed overand seem healthy, 
but bed sores are forming, Coward is very 
cheerful under the circumstances. 
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A TRAGEDY IN A WISCONSIN TOWN. 


WHY A PROMINENT PHYSICIAN TOOK HGHIS 
OWN LIFE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 20.—There is great 
excitement in the town of Medford, Taylor 
County, over a scandal and tragedy involving 
two of the most prominent families in the State. 
For some time past S. H. Keeler, the Postmaster 
of the town, has been suspicious that his wife 
was not true to him. Late yesterday afternoon 
he intercepted a letter written by Mrs. Keeler to 
Dr. Singleton B. Hubbell, a prominent physician 
and banker of the town, which criminated both 
parties. Mr. Keeler at once sought bis 


wife, and she made a_ confession that 
she had been led astray by Dr. Hubbell. 
The enraged husband attempted to kill his wife 
but she got out of his way. Then he sent word 
to Dr. Hubbell that if he and his victim did not 
quit the town forever he wo''ld kill them both 
on sight. This morning Dr. Hubbell was found 
in his room with his brains blown out. It was 
ascertained that he had visited his room early in 
the evening and taken his own life. 

Dr. Hubbell was one of the most prominent 
young men in the State. He was 30 years old 
andasonof the late Judge Levi J, Hubbell, of 
Milwaukee, anda grandson of the late Lieut.- 
Gov. Beall, of Fond du Lac. Judge Levi Hub- 
bell, father of the doctor, was a graduate of 
Union College, New-York, and at one time acted 
as private secretary to Gov. Marcy. At the age 
of 25 he was a member of the New-York Legisla- 
ture, and subsequently served a term as Attorney- 
General of the State of New-York. He came to 
Milwaukee in 1841 and became the senior mem- 
ber of the Jaw firm of Hubbell, Finch & Lynde. 

The son who ended his life last night went to 
New-York in 1870 to perfect his medical educa- 
tion, graduating from Bellevue Medical College 
in 1875. Arfter practicing foratime at Fond du 
Lac he went ‘to Medford, Taylor County, where 
he has since resided, practicing medicine most of 
the time, but not making that his exclusive oc- 
cupation. He was County Treasurer in 1881, and 
subsequently figured in politics to some extent. 
He also did a sort of banking business, being the 
founder of the 8. B. Hubbell Exchange, which 
wus opened in 1881. He was a member of numer- 
ous secret societies. He was an accomplished, 
brilliant fellow, and was generally liked. 

Mr. Keeler has long been Postmaster, and is 
one of the most prominent men of the town. It 
is said he has gone raving mad, and threatens to 
kili his unfaithful wife. 
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OPPOSED TO ARTHUR. 


WHAT THE HON, J. O. CONVERSE, OF OHIO, 
SAYS. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 20.—The Hon. J. 
O. Converse, late Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, and a leading Republican of the 
Garfield district, has this to say in to-day’s issue 
of his paper, the Chardon Republican, in regard 
to Arthur and the Western Reserve: “ It is said 
that the friends of President Arthur, who con- 
fidently predict his nomination at Chicago, and 
whose estimates of his strength seem to every- 
body else as greatly exaggerated, regard very 
general indorsement of his Admin’‘stration from 
State Conventions as a sure indication in his 


favor. In this they deceive themselves. These 
indorsements have come from supporters of all 
candidates named, and just as cordially from 
those who oppose as those who advocate his 
nomination. The country feels kindly and is 
disposed to deal justly with President Arthur. 
On the whole, he has agreeably disappointed 
public expectation in proving, despite the three 
former precedents, that it is possible for a Vice- 
President in the Presidential chair not only to be 
loyal to his party but to give a fair and judicious 
Administration, and, had he been content with 
this without seeking a second term, his past 
would have been forgotten and he would have 
been permitted to retire with lasting honor. But 
the feeling of approval manifested towavd him 
is not calculated to inspire enthusiasm in his be- 
half. It is too negative to make him a popular 
candidate, while the unseemly pertinacity with 
which his candidacy is pressed only :erves to re- 
vive unpleasant recollections of unhappy events 
which preceded his elevation to the Presidency 
in a manner not creditable to him or reassuring 
to the Republican masses of the country, and 
especially those who most revere the murdered 
Garfield. We will not say that President Arthur 
could not carry Ohio, but we will say, for truth 
compels it, that, in the judgment of the rank and 
tile of the party in this old stronghold of Kepub- 
licanism, he would bea most unfortunate candi- 
date to place in nomination.” 

Mr. Converse is very conservative, and this 
from him is significant. 
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FLOWER’S MANAGERS IN WATERTOWN. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., May 20.—Flower’s 
managers remedied their oversight of yesterday 
in the Second Assembly District Convention, held 
here te-day, and added a little enthusiasm in the 
way of two rounds of cheers for Tilden and 
Flower. Otherwise the proceedings of the con- 
vention ofthe day before were exactly copied. 
Resolutions laying great stress on the “ fraud 
of 1876" were passed with the strong intimation 
that Flower is for ‘Tilden and Tilden for Flower. 
‘he scheme is pronounced too thin by several 
Democrats, who say they are forced to smile 
while reading resolutions and _ thinking 
of Flower's vote for Governor in 1879. 
The delegates chosen at the convention 
were Isaac ,McGinniss, _ M. .

A CHIEF AND HIS BRAVES ON THE WAR- 
PATH. 

St. Pavut, Minn., May 20.—The Indian 
troubles in North-west Territory begin to look 
more serious. Dispatches from Indian Head, 
Qu’ Appelle, and other points near which the !n- 
dian reservations are situated indicate that the 
movements of Indian bands have assumed a 
menacing attitude during the last few days. 
Peapot, with about a thousand braves, has left 
his reserve, burned up all cabins and effects be- 
hind, and taken the war-path. After striking 


camp the band moved in perfect military order 
on Qu’Appelie, the advance guard reaching 
camping ground about a mile north of 
the station ony in the afternoon, fol- 
lowed shortly afterward by the main body. 
The whole arrived about 4o'’clock. When the 
camp was pitched 83 lodges were counted, which 
were shortly increased by 20 lodges belonging 
to various bands. It is computed that there can 
be no less than 1,200 Indians in the camp. The 
departure of a strong force of police from Re- 
gina Sunday morning, consisting of 60 men and 
37 shoulder field guns for Fort Qu’Appelle, shows 
that the authorities are fully alive to the serious 
aspect of affairs,and are determined to be pre- 
pared for action. Peapot’s force is hourly 
increased by the arrival of discontented Indians 
from other reservations. Nothing but the pres- 
ence of a strong military force to augment the 
strength of the police will compel this turbulent 
chief to retreat. Although the departure of the 
lice from Regina was kept secret, by a certain 
ndian system of telegraphy Peapot was made 
aware of the circumstance a few hours after, 
and directed his route to Qu’Appelle station in- 
stead of Fortuna Qu’Appelle, asat first intended. 
Word has been sent to all police stations 
throughout the Territories to be in readiness for 
anemergency. A private telegram was received 
at Winnipeg yesterday asking if local volunteers 
could be relied on for assistance in the event of a 
general uprising. The residents of the towns and 
villages are much alarmed.

The 
infuriated woman drew out the knife dripping 
with blood and holding it open, in wild frenzy 
shrieked, ‘“* Now, you'll never take away anud- 
der gal’s man again.” The wounded woman 
fell to the floor and expired almost in- 
stantly. The music continued and the dancers 
refused to stop, declaring that they would 
finish that set if they never danced 
another. The murderess meanwhile took 
the murdered woman’s place on the floor. 
For a long time the two women had 
been jealous of the attention of Jerry Moore, a 
fancy colored man of the neighborhood. Wal- 
lie Nelson had been engaged in marriage to him, 
but Emma Adams enticed him away, and thus 
the match was broken off. 

The murderess was arrested on Sunday, and 
for two miles the funeral cortége of the mur- 
dered woman and the murderess in charge of the 
officers traveled together. 


A PLANING-MILL BURNED. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 20.—A fire 
alarm sounded at noon to-day from the large plan- 
ing mill of Woodward & Morrison, just beyond the 
Western and Atiantic crossing. The fire spread 
so rapidly that it was impossible for the work- 
men to enter the building to save anything. 
The wind, coming from the west, fanned the 
flames furiously into Gillespie’s brick block, 
which fronts on Market-street. In a few min- 
utes that block and all the shanties adjoining 
were on fire. Every article of household goods 
and merchandise was moved out of the buildings 
adjoining, and in less time than it takes to tell 


itthe whole of Market-street and the Western 
and Atlantic crossing were covered with men, 
women, and cnildren piling up _ bed-cloth- 
ing, dry goods, groceries, fruit, and furni- 
ture. The fire originated in tne’ engine- 
room, where a handful of shavings caught fire, 
and before any one could prevent it the flames 
had spread and the whole building was on fire. 
Woodward & Morrison’s loss will amount to 
about $50,000. They have about $25,000 insur- 
ance in Sevier’s company. The loss on buildings 
and goods outside of this will amount to at Jeast 
$25,000. The following parties were losers: E. J. 
Cooper & Co., dry goods and fancy goods; loss, 
$1,200; no insurance. John Boman, saloon- 
keeper, $1,300; Gaucher's fruit stand, $2,009; 
Barton's fruit stand, $209; Milton's grocery store, 
$1,000; McDonald’s saloon, $1,000. The building 
owned by Mr. Kehol is valued at $2,500, and is 
insured for $1,500 with J. P. McMillan & Co. in 
the Equitable. The whole loss wili foot up 


about $70,000. 
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THE MECKLENBURG DECLARATION. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 20.—The event for 
which the people of this city have been making 
preparations for the past few months, and which 
was celebrated here to-day, was the one hun- 
dred and ninth anniversary of the Declaration of 
Independence adopted by the people of this (Meck- 
lenburg) County, on May 20, 1775. For half a 
century some doubts have been thrown upon the 


authenticity of that declaration, but the local 
historians and documents have thoroughly estab- 
lished the fact that the declaration was adopted, 
and the celebration was indulged in to-day with- 
out misgiving. It was attended with beautiful 
weather, and was acomp ete success. The pro- 
cession, two miles in length, was witnessed 
by a crowd estimated at 20,000. It consisted of 
the Police Department, the Knights Templar of 
the chief cities of North Carolinu, carriages 
with members of Congress, Governors, &c., 14 
military companies, and 13 fire companies, all 
under the Chief-Marshal of the day, Col. H. C. 
Jones. Ati1l o’clock the Firemen’s Monument 
was unveiled at Elmwood Cemetery, the Hon. 
M. W. Ransom reading an ode. At noon an ora- 
tion was delivered by the Hon. George H. Pen- 
dieton, and other gentlemen made addresses. 
During the afternoon and evening prize drills, a 
military review by Gov. Jarvis, and several ban- 
quets took place. 
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QUESTION OF LEGAL MARRIAGE. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 20.—The United 
States Circuit Court to-day ordered a decision in 
the case of Sarah D. Mathewson against the 
Phenix Iron Foundry, for rights of dower, which 
has excited much interest here. In 1859 Henry 
C. Mathewson and the complainant in the pres- 


ent suit entered into an agreement to become 
man and wife, framing a certificate to that ef- 
fect, which was signed by both persons in the 
presence of two or three witnesses, one of them 
aclergyman. Mathewson was then wealthy, but 
afterward disposed of some of his property. 
Since his death his wife has entered a claim of 
dower in an estate near the harbor line in this 
city, sold to the Phenix Iron Foundry, claiming 
that she did not sign away her right of dower. 
The defendants claim that the marriage was not 
in conformity to the statute law, and was con- 
sequently void. The decision of the court was 
that the agreement corstituted a marriage by 
common law, and that the complainant is ore. 
fore entitled to dower in the estate. Gen. B. F. 
Butler was counsel for the complainant and 
argued the case when it was tried. 
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GOING TO A CONFEDERATE REUNION. 

Lockport, N. Y., May 20.—The surviving 
members of the Twenty-eighth Regiment, New- 
York Volunteers, here to-day left for Staunton, 
Va., to attend the reunion, in response to the in- 
vitation of the Fifth Virginia Confederates. 
They are under the command of Col. Bowen, Col. 


Flagler, and Capt. Bush, the first volunteer of 
the war. A number of prominent citizens and 
their lady friends accompany the soldiers. The 
entire number of the party will exceed 200. The 
Fifth Virginias were the invited guests of the 
Twenty-eighth last year at Niagara-Falls, where 
the Confederates restored the old battle flag of 
the Federals which was captured by them at the 
battle of Winchester. A hearty reception awaits 
the party at Staunton. The train consists of 
three coavhes, a smoker, and four sieepers. The 
party was met at Rochester by a delegation of 12 
members of the Orouke Post, who joined the ex- 


cursion. .

AN ENGLISH DEFAULTER POINTED 

OUT ON BROADWAY. 

MR. AND MRS, TOULMIN, OF LANCASHIRE, 
INSIST THAT ‘“‘J. S. RICHARDSON” IS 
GERALD THOMAS TULLY. 

Gerald Thomas Tully, Sub-Manager of 
the Preston Banking Company, of Preston, Lan- 
cashire, England, disappeared from his place of 
occupation and his home in October, 1883. An 
examination of his accounts showed him to be 
a defaulter to the amount of about £15,000. On 
Monday evening he was recognized while walk- 
ing on Broadway by Joseph Toulmin, a share- 
holder in the Preston Bank, arrested, and is now 
locked up at the Eighteenth Precinct Police Sta- 
tion. 

The Preston Banking Company is one of the 
oldest banks in that city, and has a capital of 
£400,000, with a reserve fund of £72,000. Tully 
entered the bank 28 years ago as a boy, and was 
advanced successively to the position of clerk, 
Teller, Cashier, and Sub-Manager. In the latter 
position he received £800 a year, and he had an 
additional revenue of £300 from another source. 
He moved in the best society in Preston and lived 
in excellent style. About Oct. 1 last the Manager of 
the bank, G. B. Dalby, announced his intention 
of resigning,and Tully aspired to be appointed in 
his place. His candidacy, however, was unsuc- 
cessful. He was told on Oct. 25, by the Directors, 


that he could not be elected, and on the next day 
he started, so he said, on a visit to Manchester, 
from whence he sent a line to his wife, saying: 
“I'm kept away. Await events.”” Not under- 
standing the note, Mrs. Tully took it to the bank 
for an explanation. There suspicion was 
aroused, and an examination of Tully’s books 
was mude. 

It was soon found that on the day of his de- 
pare the Sub-Manager took £1,700 of the 

ank’s funds. Further investigation showed 
that for nearly 10 years Tully had been systemat- 
ically falsifying the books and accounts of the 
concern, his total defalcation reaching £15,000. A 
warrant was issued for his apprehension on Oct. 
29, but he eluded the officers, and until last Mon- 
day ffight had not been heard from. He left a 
wite and two children—a young lady of 18 and a 
boy—in destitute circumstances, his debts swal- 
lowing up his persona! property. 

Mr. Toulmin and wife arrived inthis country 
about a month ago ona pleasure trip, and on 
Monday engaged rooms at the St. Denis Hotel, 
in this city. While going up Broadway Monday 
evening they came face to face with Tully at 
Sixteenth-street. “’Ello, Tulff,” said Mr. Toul- 
min,in his broad Lancashirf dialect, ‘is that 
you?” The man addressed paused a moment, and 
replied that his name was Richardson, and it 
must be a case of mistaken identity, 

“Oh, coom now, you know me, man, as well as 
your own brother. You’d better coom and con- 
fess.”” Tully persisted that it was a mistake, and 
turned on his heel. Mr. and Mrs. Toulmin fol- 
lowed. and both were positive there was no mis- 
take when they observed his peculiar bow-legged 
walk. In Fourth-avenue they met Officer Doyle, 
and Mr. Toulmin, by this time very much ex- 
cited, demanded Tully’s arrest. The officer 
walked after the accused man and took him into 
custody. Tully was very indignant. He de- 
nied ever having seen Mr. Toulmin before, 
and threatened the direst vengeance in the way 
of suits for damages if he was detained. But he 
was detainedand marched to the Eighteenth Pre- 
cinct Police Station. There he said that he was 
John Samuel Richardson, a native of Birming- 
ham, England. He had come from Panama, he 
said, and wasabouttoenter into partnership with 
John R. Terry, hatter, of Broadway and Twenty- 
seventh-street. He showed receipts from Mr. 
Terry for $2,500, and had $8 in currency in his 
pocket. He was locked up and yesterday morn- 
ing was arraigned before Judge Ford, at the 
Yorkville Police Court. He was remanded until 
afternoon, when Judge Ford decided that he had 
no jurisdiction in the case. 

Tully was taken to Head-quarters and com- 
pared with the description of the defaulter sent 
out by the Preston VPolice,and no doubts were 
left in the minds of the detectives as to his 
identity. Without the photograph accompany- 
ing the description the identification would have 
been complete. Tully is a man of medium 
height, about 45 years old, with dark brown 
hair, mixed with gray, and gray eyes. He 
is of stout build, stoops slightly, and 
is rather bow-legged. e was dressed 
in a mixed gray suit and derby hat. His En- 
glish accent is quite pronounceu. Mr. Toulmin, 
in his complaint, alleges that he has known 
Tully for 20 years, and that the person giving the 
name of J. 8. Richardson is the identical Gerald 
T. Tully. The prisoner wi!l be arraigned before 
a United States Commissioner this morning. He 
steadily maintains that it iss a case of mistaken 
identity, and refuses to talk much about the 
case. e says he has no business, and declines 
to give his residence in the city. 

Mr. Toulmin had an interview with the English 
Consul yesterday, but received httle encourage- 
ment that the extradition laws would apply to 
Tully’s case. Mr. Toulmin at once cabled the 
news of the arrest to Preston, and last evenin 
received an answer from his brother, editor 0 
the Preston Guardian, saying that extradition 
had been applied for, and that an officer would 
leave for New-York g@eweg Thursday. 

John R. Terry, with whom Richardson, as he 
was then known, pete entering into part- 
nership. first met the Englishman in April. He 
had advertised fora partner, and Tully called, 
after some correspondence. He looked into the 
business, expressed himself satisfied, and as a 
guaressee of good faith gave Mr. Terry a check 
or $500 on the Chemical Bank, which institution 
he gave asa reference. At the bank Mr. Terry 
was told that Richardson had a considerable 
account there, but they knew nothing 
further about him. He claimed to come 
here from California, after unsuccessfully look- 
ing for investments in Texas. On the 
Ist of May Richardson gave Mr. Terry $2.000 
more. This was considered as a deposit, says Mr. 
Terry, the partnership awaiting the payment ot 
the full $10,000 asked. It would seem that Rich- 
ardson or Tully has closed his account atthe 
Chemical Bank, for yesterday, in charge of a de- 
tective, he called on Mr. Terry and obtained a 
loan of $50 with which to retain alawyer. He 
has visited Mr. Terry’s store daily, but remained 
only a few hourseach time. He showed himself 
a competent business man in his examination of 
the books and investigation of the affairs of the 
house. Mr. Terry says that Tully has friends in 
Brooklyn whom he often visited. Tully has re- 
tained Thomas Murray as counsel. 

On April 13 a mananswering the description 
of Tully registered at tne Grand Hotel, Broad- 
way and Thirty-first-street, as J. S. Richardson, 
San Francisco. About three weeks ago he paid 
his bill there and left without telling where he 
was going. While at the hotel he was reticent 
about his personal history, although he made 
frequent. inquiries about this country from other 
guests in the smoking-room. It is said thata 
stranger remarked to him that he seemed to 
know very little about a continent he had 
crossed. Tully looked somewhat confused and 
changed the subject.

THE METHODIST CONFERENCES. 


THE SESSIONS OF EPISCOPAL, PROTESTANT, 
© AND AFRICAN BODIES. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 20.—The General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
to-day adopted the report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five legal and two ministerial members 
of the Conference to consider the matter of the 
tenure of church property. G. H. Foster pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Temper- 
ance. It urged the people to use their influence 
to banish the social glass from society. It recom- 
mended the formation of juvenile temperance 
societies in Sunday-schools; that there shall be 
one temperance lesson each quarter in the Sun- 
day-school series. It also recommended that 


the doctrines of constitutional prohibition 
be taught in all the schools and colleges. 
The committee recommended the formation of 
conference temperance societies in all the An- 
nual Conferences. Complete legal prohibition 
of the liquor traffic was the duty of civil govern- 
ment; the people ought not to allow themselves 
to be controlled by party organizations managed 
in the interests of the liquor traffic. The report 
was adopted by a large majority. 

Report No. 9 of the Committee on Episcopvacy, 
which was presented by the Rev. Dr. Curry, 
stated that by a unanimous vote it had recom- 
mended the election of a missionary Bishop for 
Africa. The Rev. Dr. J. C. Hartzell, of the 
Louisiana Conference, said there were no legal 
difficulties in the way, and it was time for the 
Conference to say whether or not it intended to 
give up Africa. Several brethren there were 
awaiting ordination. No Bishop had visited that 
country for seven years. The Conference ad- 
journed until this morning. 

Several elections were "held, resulting as fol- 
lows: Editor of the Western Christian Advocate, 
the Rev. Dr. J. H. Bayless; editor of the North- 
west Christian Advocate, the Rev. Dr. Arthur 
Edwards, the present incumbent; editor of the 
Central Christian Advocate, the Rev. Dr. B. 8. 
Fry; editor of the Northern Christian Advocate, 
the Rev. Dr. O. H. Warren; Treasurer Mission- 
ary Society, J. M. Phillips; Assistant Treasurer 
Missionary Society, the Rev. Dr. Earl Cranston. 


BALTIMORE, May 20.—The General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Protestant Church, 
after a long debate, this morning adopted the 
report of a committee on the subject, and de- 
clared the Conference to be in general convention, 
81 Annual Conferences having clothed repre- 
sentatives with conventional powers. After 
the vote was declared a large number 
of proposed amendments to the constitution and 
discipline were immediately handed in and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Revision, Bound- 
aries, Statistics, and on Temperance. A ptoposi- 
tion to divide the Mission Board into two boards, 
Home and Foreign respectively, was referred to 
the Committee on Missions. 

Bishop W. F. Dickerson presided to-day at the 
African Methodist Episcp pal General Confer- 
ence. There was a great struggle over the re- 
port of the Committee on the Book Concern, 
which recommended the removal of the publica- 
tion ‘head-quarters from Philadelphia. The re- 
pees was finally adopted by a vote of 67 to 56, 

laces to which the Concern should be removed 
were named and Philadelphia was chosen by a 
vote of 88. The Concern, therefore, remains in 
Philadelphia as heretofore.

AGAINST THE RAMAPO SCHEME. 


OPPOSED TO THE CITY MAKING A CONTRACT 
WITH THE COMPANY. 

Recorder Smyth and Controller Grant, 
who were appointed a committee of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners to examine into the affairs 
of,and receive propositions from, the Ramapo 
Improvement Company for furnishing 50,000,000 
gallons of water daily to the city at a high pres- 
sure, presented a report at the meeting of the 
board yesterday. The report stated that the 
company offered to furnish the amount of water 
indicated at a pressure of 300 feet above datum 


for $983,650 per annum, and to deliver the water 
at the northern line of the city within two years 
from the time of making the contracts. The re- 
port included an estimate of the expense of 
bringing the water down into the city and dis- 
tributing it below Fifty-ninth-street, which was 
prepared by First Assistant Engineer Birdsall, of 
the Department of Public Works. The total ex- 
ense of laying the mains, making connections, 
¢c.. Was put at $10,575,609. The committee re- 
ported that in their opinion it would not be ad- 
visable for the city to enter into a contract with 
the Ramapo company. The expense would be 
very great, and the time which must elapse be- 
fore the water could be made available would be 
sufficient to complete the new aqueduct. The 
report was received and placed on file.

THE HIGH PRICE OF GAS 


YONSUMERS STILL COMPLAINING 
OF EXCESSIVE CHARGES. 

\ HEALTHY PUBLIO SENTIMENT WANTED TO 

PUT AN END TO STOCK WATERING AND 


POOL COMBINATIONS, 

The price of gas in this city is a continual 
gubject of complaint by consumers, and there is 
no doubt whatever that $225 per 1,000 feet, which 
is the rate imposed on this long-suffering com- 
munity, is at least twice as much as would be re- 
quired to pay good dividends on the capital 
a tually invested in the business. That the com- 
panies now existing cannot pay dividends on their 
present capital stock for much less than the sum 
demanded from consumers is probably true, but 
this is due solely to the fact that their stock has 
been unduly expanded by liberal and repeated 
processes of watering, for which the companies, 
and not the consumers, should be justly held re- 
sponsible. The letters of John H. Sherwood, 
printed in THE TIMES and other newspapers re- 
cently, have called attention anew to the imposi- 
tions of the gas companies on their consumers, 
and there is a wide-spread feeling of discontent 
which bids fair to result in the creation of a pub- 
lic opinion before which the companies will be 
obliged to bend. 

New York is an exception to almost every 
large city in this country,so faras the opera- 
tion of competitive gas companies is concerned. 
In nearly every other city the introduction of 
an opposition company has resulted in the 
benefit of the citizens by permanently lowering 
the price of gas, while in New-York the rate is 
just ashigh with seven com panies as it would 
have been with the one parent organization. 
Beginning with the first company organized, 
there has been an alleged fight with each suc- 

cessive company which was brought to the front 
apparently as an opposition, and for a short time 
consumers have nefited by the battle, e3- 
pecially those along the line of streets where 
rival mains were laid. But very soon the two 
companies have come together and joined hands 
sor mutual protection in levying tribute on 
the citizens, and the price of gas has again 
been put-back to the old figures, leaving con- 
sumers to growl and grumble as much as they 
piease, but compelled to pay the bills neverthe- 
less. The result o 
tions is that the companies all understand each 
other and work together. They have an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance, exchange gas when 
necessary, meet together when bids for lighting 
the streets are called forand apportion the city 
off in districts to suit their own convenience, 
nnd keep up the price of gas to the unreasonable 
ticure at which it now stands. The seven cor- 
porations are practically one company with 
seven heads, and they monopolize the business. 
A new company has been recently formed, and 
Das secured a charter. Whether this is to follow 
the course of its predecessors, and after a stage 
figit for effect join hands with the monopoly, is 
o question for the future to answer. 

The quality of the gas furnished is variable, 
but none of it is of the best, and so longas the 
yresent condition of affairs exists consumers 
must be content to take what the companies 
who are banded together to prey upon them see 
fit to give them. As a general rule, when prices 
have been somewhat reduced under the pressure 
of aspasmodic public movement, the reduction 
has been merely nominal, and the convenient 
meters used by the companies have come to their 
aid so that there was no See change in 
the size of the consumer’s bill. A certain amount 
of actual gas was furnished for lighting pur- 
poses, and the meters did the rest, so that the 
companies really lost nothing by their apparent 
reduction in price. The companies have manu- 
factured coal-gas and water-gas indiscriminate- 
ly, but it has made no difference what kind of 
gas was used, the citizens have been roasted just 
the same and in the same degree. A TIMES re- 
porter yesterday secured some factsin regard to 
the consumption and cost of gas in other cities, 
jrom which it appears that for every foot of gas 
consumed in New-York at least double the 
reasonable charge is made. — 

“It is argued by some,” saida gentleman who 
has made the subject of the extortion practiced 
by gas companies a study, “that the proper way 
to secure cheap and good gas is to place the busi- 
ness in the hands of the city Government, and 
have the city supply gas as it does water. If we 
could only be sure of always baving a pure city 
tiovernment this would be an excellent scheme, 
but the history of the past has shown that we 
ecaunot be sure of this. The experiment has 
been tried in Philadelphia, where the gas-works 
are now run by the city, and consumers are cer- 
tainly taxed less there than they are here, the 
rate being, I believe, $2 per 1,000 feet. But you 
know how the gas question has entered into poli- 
tics there, and one of the greatest political scan- 
duals of the day was the revelations made recent- 
ly in regard’ to the management of the 
Gas Department of Philadelphia. We are 
liable to have the same _ condition of 
affairs here if we allow’. the  politi- 
vians to get hold of our gas-works, and 
J don’t think the average citizen cares to add to 
the patronage of these gentry by. turning over 
to them the control of such an important de- 

rtment as this. Another plan suggested has 
Geen tor property-owners to become stock- 
holders of the companies which supply them 
with gas, but this isan untried experiment, and 
itis very doubtful if the property-owners would 
be able to secure any of the stock of the old 
companies. If they did, it has been diluted with 
so much water thatit could not pay dividends 
on a less rate than! now charged. You see, 
the trouble has been that whenever atten-

REBECCA IN HER PRISON HOME. 


AT THE HEAD OF THE JAIL TABLE AND EN- 


GAGED IN A FLIRTATION, 

Vagrant breezes, laden with the perfume 
of Spring in the neighborhood of Essex Market, 
brought comfort and cheer to Miss Rebecca 
Jones in Ludlow-Street Jail yesterday. From her 
fancifully grated window Miss Jones at times 
gazed out atthe bright sunshine, the blue sky, 
and the figure of a man dozing with his head 
propped painfully against a brick wall, and at 
other times knitted or sewed industriously and 
recounted to numerous visitors the barassments 
thrust upon her as an alleged witness in the 
contest over the will of the late Louis C. 
Hemmersiey. For the sake of euphem- 
ism. it may be said that she was 
firmerin her cast-iron resolution than at any 


time since the contest began, and as jail life is to 
her a certain relief from the dread of the wit- 
ness-box, it is not positively known when she 
will be set at liberty. Liang that the diet at 
the jail would not agree with her, a lady friend 
offered her a box of provisions. Before noon 
voth friend and provisions had been sent away. 
Rebecca wanted neither consolation nor vrovi- 
sions. There was a deep well of the one in her 
own conscience, and a storehouse of the other in 
the Warden’s charge.gIt is confidently believed 
thatso long as Deputy Warden Kiernan has a 
voice in the management of the ja:1 dining-room 
Rebecca will not want for the best that Essex 
Market affords. 

At4o’clock in the afternoon Rebecca talked 
fluentiy with two lady visitors, and at intervals 
reiterated ber intention of remainingin jajl until 
the resurrection day. One of the visitors read 
aloud trom the afternoon papers, and Rebecca 
made sarcastic comments on the paragraphs con- 
cerning herself. Most of the statements she 
with characteristic vehemence @enounced as lies 
—plain, barefaced lies. With an,outline picture 
of herself in one of the pictorial morning pa- 
pers she professed great satistaction, principally 
for the reason, it is thought, that the illustration 
was made from an old photograph of Queén 
Victoria. 

**1’m well satisfied here,” she said, in reply to 
a question. “I am having a good time, andI 
don’t care to leave. I sit at the head of the din- 
ner table—at the head, mind you—but I won’t 
say who else is there, for there's a flirtation 
going on, and I won’t tell. No. I don’t want to 
get out. My only fear is thatsomebody will come 
along and take me out. Why, look at this 
room,” she continued, momentarily pausing to 
wave her hand half way around her head, and to 
contemplate two pairs of shoes and a small towel! 
hanging on hooks in a corner, * It’s good enough 
for anybody. Why, do you know, it’s better than 
the rooms in half the boarding-houses in New 
York? Why,a man was in here to-day who 
said that this wasa better room than he had at 
home!” 

** How about your expenses here?” was asked. 

“Oh, I don’t know, and I don’t care)” Rebecca 
replied testily. * Somebody’s got to pay them, 
but I won't. I've paid all my expenses so far, 
but when I’m put in jail for keeping my tongue 
quiet that’s another thing.

Miss Jones explained her reticence on the wit- 
ness stand by saying that she knew nothing of 
the Hammersley will and had nothing to tell.

Hammersloy had used undue influence in direct- 
ing the making of her husband’s will. With 
great glee Rebecca related to her visitors the cir- 
cumstances attending a recent visit to her home 
in Ballston, where droves of rural gossips passed 
her house every day in the hope of seeing her. 

“But they didn’t see me,” shesaid. ‘They 
came from 50 miles around just to look at me.” 

She was visited twice during the day by Mr. 
Scott, her lawyér, who is trying in vain to in- 
duce her to sign a petition for herrelease. Frank- 
lin Bartlett, who drew up the paper asking for 
her commitment, said last evening that the mat- 
ter had passed out of his hands, and that as soon 
as Rebecca sent word that she was ready to tes- 
tify she would be released. 


THE STATEN ISLAND FERRIES. 


THE NORTH SHORE AND BAY RIDGE FRAN- 
CHISES TO BE SOLD TOGETHER. 

Thirty or forty residents of the north 
shore of Staten Island crowded into the Mayor’s 
office yesterday afternoon to see what disposi- 
tion the Sinking Fund Commissioners proposed 
to make of the question of putting up at auc- 
tien the ferry franchises ot the North Shore Line 
and the line to Bay Ridge. At a previous meet- 
ing it was suggested that the two lines be in- 
cluded in one jease, owing to the fact that both 


use one slip in this city. The legality of this 
plan was questioned, and the matter was referred 
to the Corporation Counsel. Yesterday Control- 
ler Grant stated that Mr. Andrews was of the 
opinion that both lines should be included 
in one lease, and he offered a resolution to that 
effect. The minimum rental was fixed at5 per 
cent. of the gross receipts from each ferry, with 
$10,000 per annum additional for the wharf prop- 
erty. Mr. August Prentice protested against 
selling the franchise at auction. He believed 
that if it wereso disposed of the North Shore 
Line to Staten Island would pass into the hands 
ot the Rapid Transit Company, because that cor- 
poration, by reason of its superior dock facili- 
ties in this city, could afford to pay more for the 
tranchise than the present owner. He charac- 
terized the Rapid Transit Company as a “ specu- 
lative concern,” which was trying to make use 
of = Sinking Fund Commissioners to further 
its ends. 

** You had better understand at once, Mr. Pren- 
said Recorder Smyth, “that nobody can 
use this board—neither you nor any speculative 
concern or set of men.”

The uew company bought it in, used such of its 
plants ait wanted,and now the people of Lan- 
vaster enjoy good gas-light at $1 75 per 1,000 feet, 
with the consoling certainty that thy can never 
be taxed more than $2. 

“The old companies,” said a gentleman who 
has suffered from the gas extortion, * pretend 
that they don’t make such large profits as people 
think, and they do not on their apparent capital, 
but this has been increased to keep the dividends 
out of sight, and notwithstanding all this water 
nearly all the gas stocks are now held at double 
their par value. The fact is that the plants of all 
the companies could be duplicated for 50 cents 
on the dollar. When alargecorporation ora large 
consumer grumbles too loudly about the size 
of his gas bill some officer of the company goes 
to him and gives him a rebate to keep him quiet. 
This is done more or Jess every day in the year. 
The fact is the price is scandalously high. 
burg don’t use as much gas ina day as this city 
does in an hour, and yet it gets it for 50 cents 
less on every 1,000 feet. In Philadelphia the pro- 
duction of gas at this season of the year is from 
%,000,000 to 9,000,000 feet a day; in this city it is 
from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 feet, and yet our citi- 
zens pay 50 cents more for every 1,000 feet thar 
those of Philadelphia do. These figures tell the 
whole story, and its nature cannot be changed 
by the watered stock of a dozen corporations. 
We can make gas as cheaply as in Newburg, and 
where we sell so much more of it we ought to 
furnish it at least as cheaply. 

**Good business men,” continued the gentle- 
man, “recognize the fact that citizens can be 
treated decently by gas companies under a 
charter imposing fair restrictions, that honest 
metres can be used and polite employes engaged, 
and that under these circumstances the manu- 
facture and distribution of gas is a good business 
risk, which will yield a fair return on the capital 
invested. There is not a city.in the country 

. where the companies have combined that capital 
is not ready to go to relieve the public 
from their impositions. The remedy for the 
extortion is not in turning over the gas 
business to the city, when we are trying hard to 
eurtail the patronage of politicians, but in a 
strong, healthy 2p opinion, which will restrict 
the fracbises to be given in future and insist on 
provisions to protect the Fe ay ow from the ra- 

ity of the companies. is course has always 

Ited in benefit to citizens elsewhere, and it 
would certainiy doso here. We can’t take the 
charters of the old. companies away, of course, 
but we can take steps to en y new ones 
that are formed from established 
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franchise, and would bid tor it at public auction. 
Alderman Kirk offered an amendment to the 
Controller’s resolution, which provided that the 
two franchises should be sold separately. The 
amendment was lost, and the Controller’s resolu- 
tion was adopted.

EXERCISES BY DEAF-MUTES. 


ANNIVERSARY OF AN INSTITUTION FOR 
THEIR INSTRUCTION. 

An interesting entertainment was given 
yesterday afternoon by the pupils of the New- 
York Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb in its chapel on Washington Heights. 
The exhibition was in celebration of the sixty- 
sixth anniversary of the founding of the in- 
stitution, and consisted of practical iliustra- 
tions of the methods employed in teaching 
deaf-mutes. The exercises began with the ex- 
amination of the lowest class, the beginners in 
object teaching, which is the first step in a 
mute’s education, and extended through the 


classes in the English branches up to those in 
higher mathematics and natural sciences. Sev- 
eral of the pupils gave selections by means of 
the sign language, and a class of young ladies 
repeated a poem together in the same manner. 

A feature of the exercises was the examination 
of a class in lip reading. The Principal of the 
institution, Isaac Lewis Peet, repeated a sen- 
tence, which the class, after reading from the 
motion of Mr. Peet’s lips, wrote upon a black- 
board. The class then repeated the sentence, 
pronouncing the words so as to be understood, 
while the articulation of one young lady, who 
was born a mute, was — clear and distinct.

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THE GRAND JURY STEPS IN 
, —_—o 
WARD AND FISH TO APPEAR BE- 
FORE THEM. 
THE YOUNG FINANCIER’S TESTIMONY—NO 
RULE FOR DIVIDING PROFITS—USING 
THE PRESIDENT’S NAME, 


The chief partner in the late firm of 
.Grant & Ward stepped out of the clevator at the 
fourth floor of the Metropolitan Bank Building 
yesterday afternoon, and walked toward Referee 
Cole’s office. As he was entering the door a 
stranger tapped him on the shoulder, led him off 
into a -quiet corner, and read him a paper. 
Mr. Ward tooked surprised, and after the 
stranger had gone, sat down at a table and 
read over the stenographer’s transcript of 
his entire testimony before the Referee. The 
lawyers recognized the stranger as a detective in 
the District Attorney's office, and it was soon 
definitely learned that both Ferdinand Ward and 
James D. Fish bad been subpoenaed to appear be- 
fore the Grand Jury of the Oyer and Terminer 
Court. Taking into consideration the evidence 
given before the Referee, and the developments 
regarding the failures and the nancial transac- 
tions of the principals concerned in them, the 
jury are desirous of finding out whether any 
person or persons are criminally liable, and 
Messrs. Ward and Fish will appear before them 
to-day. District Attorney Olney declined to 


talk about his plans yesterday, or to name any of 
the witnesses he expected to summon. 

Business men and brokers mingled with the 
crowd that attended the hearing yesterday. 
When opportunity offered Mr. Ward iooked over 
a few notes and corrected; two or three things in 
his testimony, principally concerning Mr. Bird 
W. Spencer’s relations with himself and Mr. Fish. 
He did not mean to be un erstood as saying that 
Mr. Spencer had any direct interest in the trans- 
actions of Grant & Ward. He believed now that 
Mr. Spencer’s first knowledge of the financial em- 
barrassments of the firm was when he heard of 
the $800,000 indebtedness of the Marine Bank at 
the Clearing-house, and not of Grant & Ward’s 
indebtedness to the Marine Bank. 

* But,” said Mr. Bangs, “you understood Mr. 
Spencer to be a party to the supposed contracts, 
didn’t you, and sharing in the supposed profits?” 

“Through Mr. Fish? Yes, Sir." 

* Did you ever have any conversation with him 
on the subject?” 

* We may have talked it over at some time.” 

* Did he hold any of your certificates?” 

“ No, Sir, he did not.” 

“What was the proportion of his interest in 
the investments ?” 

“1 don’t remember.” 

Ex-Judge Ashbel Green ripped open a big 
white envelope fastened with red sealing-wax, 
and with some ceremony handed to the Keferee 
the paper Ward said he had given to J. H. Work 
containing some record of the contract transac- 
tions. Mr. Bangs was going to ask the witness 
some questions xzbout it, when Mr. Davies claimed 
that the paper was the property of the Receiver, 
and asked that no reference be made to it until 
his lawyer, Mr. Hornblower, came in. Mr. Bangs 
acquiesced and asked Mr. Ward what he meant 
when he said that the profits of the contract 
business were divided according to the value of 
money; whether it was divided according to the 
current rates of interest in the Street, or what. 
Mr. Ward didn’t believe he could tell. 

* As | understood you, the profits were agreed 
upon at the time of theinvestment. Was there 
any bargaining or higgling, or did your customers 
choose to accept the rates of profit you fixed?” 

“Sometimes they accepted them without bar- 
gaining and sometimes they did not.”” Mr. Ward 
could give very little information about the 
method of fixing the proportion of profits. The 
ratio was not the same in all cases, and he could 
not mention individual cases without examining 
the books. .

How- 
ever, he promised to furnish the Receiver with 
copies of certain portions which he wanted. The 
pages ot the book were divided with double per- 
pendicular columns, with entries in am ey 
redink. Mr. Ward was Setenee a great deal 
as to the interpretation of the entries and memo- 
randa, some of which he said were his and some 
those of Mr. Fish. Record was made of the

SUED FOR LARGE SUMS.

A. W. DIMOCK & CO. ACCUSED OF REHY- 
POTHECATING MR. SULLY’S SECURITIES. 


Two suits, based on allegations that 
_Messrs. A. W. Dimock & Co., the bankers and 
brokers who failed last week, have committed 
fraudulent acts, have been begun in the Supreme 
Court by Alfred Sully. His counsel, Messrs. 
Stern & Myers, have procured from Judge Dono- 
hue attachments against the property of the in- 
solvent firm which is now in the hands of George 
Putnam Smith as Assignee. In his first suit’ Mr. 
Sully seeks to recover $20,700 on a claim trans- 
ferred to him by P. J. Goodhart & Co. That 
firm contracted, according to the complaint, 
on May 14 to deliver to A. W. Dimock & Co. 


on May 15 300 shares of stock of the Bankers and 
Merchants’ Telegraph oaeny at $119, the ag- 
gregate to be paid them being $35,700. They 
offered the stock, but A. W. Dimock & Co, re- 
fused to receive it, saying they had no money, 
and that if Goodhart & Co. chose they could sell 
it ont at $50a share. It wasso sold and netted 
$15.00, leaving a deficiency between that sum 
and the contract price of $20,7 Mr. Sully as- 
serts that the assignment made by A. W. Dimock 
& Co. after the time when this liability accrued 
to them was fraudulent, because provision was 
made in the deed for the payment of personal? 
creditors of the individual members of the firm 
before the general creditors of the firm. 

Tn his second suit Mr. Sully seeks to recover 
$238,400, and charves A. W. Dimock & Co. with 
having wrongfully converted his property to 
their own use, as well as with having made a 
fraudulent assignment. He says that for a long 
time he had an open account with that firm, and 
kept on deposit with it collateral representing a 
po value of $98,000 as security for any sum that 

e might be found to owe the firm whenever a 
balance should be struck. These collateral se- 
curities, he says, were wrongfully rehypothecat- 
ed by the firm for loans greater than their face 
or market value. Although A. W. Dimock & Co. 
claim that he owes them $6,041 63 on the open ac- 
count, he asserts that they owe him $10,000 on it. 
He demands the market value of the rehypothe- 
cated bonds and stock, which he puts at $84,400. 
As security for three loans agsregating $225,000 
he pledged with A. W. Dimock & Co. bonds and 
stock representing a face value of $460,000. These 
also, he says, were rehypothecated 4 the de- 
fendants, and could not be returned to him when 
he offered to repay the loans on Mayl7. The 
market value of the securities. he says, is $409,000, 
and his interest in that sum, beyond the lien of 
the loans, is $154,000, which sum he also aemands, 
thus making $238,400, exclusive of the $10,000 
which he asserts A. W. Dimock & Co. owe him on 
open account. 

All the persons concerned in the suits were 
visited by a Trowgs reporter, and declined to give 
any information whatever concerning the mat-
